TH E late ingenious Mr. Salmon, being 
encouraged by the favourable recep* 
tion his Short View of the Families of the 
frefent Englijh Nobility met with from the 
public, fet himfelf about preparing a fe- 
cond edition of it for the prefs ; and, iti 
order to a complete view of the Britifh 
Peerage, compiled the following account 
of the families of the nobility of Scotland ; 
and, afterwards, a like account of the 
peers of Ireland, but diedjufl as thofe three 
volumes were ready for the prcfs. 

The papers being put into my hands, it 
was thought proper, at that time, to print 
only the fecond edition of his View of the 
Peerage of England^ correfted and continued 
to the time of its publication *, but that 
edition being moftly bought up, we have 
ventured now to o£fer to the public the two 
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fupplemental volumes to that Peerage, be- 
ing, thofc of Scotland and Ireland, finifbcd 
upon the fame plan, and in the fame man- 
ner with that of England, and corrcfted 
down to the very day of publication. 

It mu ft be confefled, notwithftanding the 
diligence^ attention, and accuracy, of Mr. 
Salmon, that this volume falls greatly (here 
of the other two in fome particulars, being 
frequently defe£ttve in th<^ accovint of tb« 
marriages and ifiue of the prefenc nobility 
of Scotland » the reafdi^ w^hereof is, that 
there has b^n ao g^od ^uxount of the Scoc^ 
tiftiBeerage foirfevcral years paft, whcrrfjy 
tl^ hiftQrical feries of rfevera^ of the familie;^ 
became obfcured, and partly interrupted. 
The labours of Meflrs. Collins and Lodge 
have enabled our author to be more pre- 
cife and circuniftannal in his account of the 
marriages and ifTue of th^ prefent peers of 
England and Ireland* However, in other 
refpedls, this volume js of equal ufe and 
authority with either of the other two^ and 
in juftice to the two volumes now fubmit- 
ted to thejudgmentof the public^ we muft 
obferve, that, upon the origin of each fa- 
mily, and tlie hiftorical account of ihean- 
ceftors of the prefent nobility, they are 
greatly more full and fatisf4<^o.ry thao the 

Peerage 
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Peerage of England ; never failing to pre- 
fent the reader Vrkh the origin ot the fa* 
mily, and the hiftcfry of the moft eminent 
of their artceftors ; and, fomefimes dedu- 
cing the entire line of fucccflion down to 
the prefent peers. The reafon of his being • 
moTt explick tipon thefe particulars, in his 
account of the Scottifli and Irifli nobility, 
may be owing to the author's having had 
more bounds for treating his fubjecl, and 
etihrging upon each family, in the com- 
pafi of two volumes, each about the fame 
fize wich the Peerage of England. 

But however that may be, tliere is a ma- 
nifeft conneftion bet ween the three volumes; 
the reader being frequently referred to the 
Englifli Peerage for feme particulars men- 
tioned there, in relation to fuch Scottifli or 
Irifli peers, who are alfo peers of England : 
and the fame method isobferved, in rela- 
tion to the peers of Scotland and Ireland, 
when exhibiting an account of the peers of 
one kingdom who are alfj peers of the 
other ; the whole three volumes together, 
being intended as a fiiort view of all the fa- 
milies of the prefent Britifli and Irifli no- 
bility.

DUKE OF EDINBURGH, 
Stands firft in the Peerage of Scotland. 

THE moft high, puifTant, and moft iliuflrious 
Prince, His Royal Highnefs, George- Wil- 
tiAM-FRBDERicK^9 Piince of Great Britain^ and 
Ele^oral Prince of BrunfwickALunenburgh ; Prince 
of Wales, Duke of E DIN BURGH, Marquis of the lUe 
of Ely, Earl of Chefter, and of Eltham ; Vifcount 
LaunceAon, and Baron of Snowdon, and knight of 
the moft noble order of the garter, born May 26, 
1738, was deded knight of the garter June 22, 
1749, and created Prince of Wales April 20, 1752. 

His Royal Highnefs Frederick-Louis, the JHte 
Prince of Wales, bom Jan. 20, 1706-7, was, Dec. 
24, 1716, clewed kight of the moft noble order ci" 
the garter; and, July 26-, 1726, created ^Baron of 
Snowdon, in the county of Caernarvon, Viiccurt 
Launcefton in the county of Cornwall Earl of El- 
tham in the county of Kent, Marquis of the ide of 
Ely in the county of Cambridge, and Duke of the 
city of Edinburgh in Scotland, by his royal grand- 
father King George 1. He was, Nov. 28, 1727, 
conftituted firft commiflloner and governor for buik'- 
ing and better managing the royal hofpital at Green- 
wich. On Dec. 3, 1728, his royal highnefs landed 
at Harwich from Hanover, being the firft time of 
his coming to England ; and, the i8th of the fame 
mcath he was introduced, by his Ma\eft^'^ w^xss- 
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mand, irito the privy council, and took his place at 
the upper end of the board on bis Majefty's right 
hand. On Jan. 8, 1728-9, bearing the titles of 
Prince of Great Britain, Eleftoral-Prince of Brun/^ 
wick-Lunenburgh, Duke of Edinburgh, Marquis of 
the ifle of Ely, Earl of Eltham, Vilcount Laiii • 
cellon. Baron of Snowdon and of Renfrew, Lord of 
the ides, and fteward of Scotland, and knight of 
the moft noble order of the garter, he was created 
Prince of Wales and Earl of Chefter, to hold to him- 
and his heirs. Kings of Great Britain for ever ; and 
the next day received his fummons to parliament^ 
when he took his feat in the houfe of peers on the 
right hand of the ftate. His royal bighnefs mar- 
ried, April 27, 1738, Augufta, only furviving daugh- 
, ter of Frederick^ the fecond Duke of Saxe-Gotha» 
and died March 20, 1750-1, leaving ^be following 
royal progeny.

Our prefent moft gracious fovereign Geprge II. 
King of Great Britain, Sec. born, Oft. 30, 1683, 
Eleftoral-Prince of Brunfwick, was, in a chapter 
held at Kenfmgton, April 4, 1706, clcfted a knight 
of the moft noble order of the garter; and, on 
Nov. 19 following, was created Baron of Tewklbury 
Ma the cotwty of Glouceftcr, Vifcount Northallerton 
tS9 iAc county of York, Earl of Milford m vVv^ couuiy 
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of Pembroke, and Marquis and Duke of Cambridge ; 
and Sept. 25, 1714, being the firft of his father's 
reign, he was created Prince of Wales, and Earl of 
Chefter and Flint; and, on his father's acceffion 
to the crown of Great Britain, he became Prince of 
Great Britain, and Duke of Cornwall ; and, as 
Prince of Scotland, he was hereditary high-fleward 
of Scotland, and Duke of Rothfay. 

On June u, 1727, he fucceeded his father the 
late king, and was, on the 15th of the fame month, 
proclaimed in London King of Great Britain, France, 
and Ireland ; as on the 19th, at Edinburgh and 
Dublin; and on the nth of 0£l. was, with his 
queen, crowned at Weftminfter. On Sept. 2, 1705, 
his Majefty was married to thePrincefs Wilhelmina- 
Carolina, daughter to John-Frederick Marquis of 
Brandenburgh-Anfpach, by which princefs, who 
died Nov. 20, 1737, he had the following ifllie.

9. Louifa, born Dec. 7, 1724, married^ in i745>' 
to Frederick V., King of Dcnmaik, and died Dec. 

as v:^ 
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His late Majefty King George I. born May 28V 
1660, fucceeded his fether Erneft, as Eledorof Ha- 
nover, &c. Jan. 18, 1698, was, March 13, 1702, in- 
ftalled a knight of the garter at Windfor, by his 
proxy Lord Mohun; and, on Ang. i, 1714, acceded to 
the crown of Great Britain. Hie married, Nov. 21, 
1682, Sophia, his Rrfl coufin, only daughter and heir 
to his father's brother George- William. Duke of 
Zell ; and by that prihcefs, who died in 1726, he 
had an only fon George-Auguftus, our prefent fa- 
Ycreign, and a dkughter Sophia bom March 16, 
1686, married, in Nov. 1706, to Frederick II. King 
•fPruflia, and died ia 1757. 

This royal and illuflrious family, according to 
German authors, is derived from A^o, the ffrft: Count 
of Efte, and Marquis of Tuicany, who was the em- 
peror's vicar in Italy, and died m 970. To Azo 
focceeded Thibaut his fon, who, by the Emperor 
Otho, was created Marquis of Eftfe; being alfoLord 
of Lucca, Cremona, Mantua, Ferrara, &c. and he 
dying in 976, was fucceeded by his brother Albert 
A20, which Albert dying in 995, was fucceeded by 
his fon Hugo, whofe wife was Mary, daughter to 
Theodorus. Marquis of Parma ; and. by her he had 
Azo his fon and heir. Azo IF. who was founder of 
the Brunfwick-race, married Cunegunda, fifter it) 
Guelph, the third Earl of ' Altorf, of the family of 
the antient Guelphs; and by her had Guelph the 
firft of Efte, firnamed the Strong ; which Guelph, 
about the year 1070, was by the Emperor Henry. 
IV. made Duke of Bavaria ; and he marrying Ju- 
dith, daughter to Baldwin the fifth E-arl of Flander?, 
and widow of Tofto Eiarl of Kent, brother to Harold 
King of England, by her left two (bns, Guelph and 
Henry. 

Guelph n. fucceeded hfs father in rioi, and dy- 
inj; without iffue, his brother Henry, called the

Black, became heir; and he dying in 1125^ left if* 
foe by Wilfenden his wife, daughter to Magnus Bit 
ling, Duke of Eafl Saxony, Guelph, who fettled in 
Italy, and Henry the fecond, iirnamed the Haughty. 
This Hfcnry married Gertrude, daughter to the Em- 
peror Lotharius II. of whom he had the inveftiture 
of Bavaria, and afterwards the dukedom of SaYony ; 
and dying about the year 1179, was fiicceeded by 
his Ion Henry III. called the Lion, who was one of 
the moft powerful princes in Giermany. He mar- 
ried Maud, daughter of Henry 11. King of £ngr 
land; and, dying in 1195, left three fons, whereof 
Othp was the fourth Emperor of that name, and 
whom his uncle King Richard I. made Eari of York. 
Henry was Count Palatine of the Rhine ; and Wil- 
liam was Duke of Brunfwick and Lunenburg ; for it 
was then that his brother Otho erefted thoie landS 
into a dukedom. This William L firnamed Long- 
IWord, fucceeding His i^id brother Otho, married 
Hellena, dtiughter ta Woldemar King of Denmark^ 
and by her was father of Otho the young, who was 
Duke of^runiwick* and'Lunenburg ; and he dying 
in 1252, left ifllie by Maud his wife, daughter to Al- 
bert Marquis of Brandeburg, two fons, and four 
daughters. 

Oif the fons Albert the eldeft, called the Great, 
fiicceeded him ; and John, who was Duke' of Lu- 
nenburg, dyfiig in 1330, left Otho, who died without 
iffue ; and William, which latter alfo dying child- 
his in 1365, gave his eftate to his kin fman Magnus 
Torquatus. Aibert* the Great, who fiicceeded his" 
fkther as above, married Elizabeth, daughter of 
Henry the magnanimous Duke of Btabant, by^whom 
he had three fons, William, who died without if- 
ilie ; Albert the Fat, his fucceflbr ; and Henry the 
Admirable ; which laft had two fons, Henry the* 
Young, father of Otho, who was the fourth huibaiid 
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of Joan Queen of Jerufalem, Naples, and Sicily ; and 
Erneft, whofe pofterky ended ia the fifth genera- 
tion. 

From Albert il. called the Fat, who died in 1319, 
are defcended alt' the princes of the houfe of Brunf- 
wick, now in being ; for he marrying Ricca, daugh- 
ter to the Duke of the Herules and Vandals, by her 
had Magnus the Meek, his fucceffor, whofe wife was 
Sophia, daughter to Henry Marqnis of Branden- 
Iburg, and by her had Torquatus, or Chain-bcarerr 
^ named from a filver chain he wore about his^ 
neck. This Magnus II. who, in 1362, fucceeded 
his father, married Katharine, daughter to Wolde* 
mar Eledtor of Brandenburg, and he dying in i37jf 
ty her left three fons, whereof Frederick was Duke 
of Brunfwick, and elected Emperor; but in the year 
1400 was flain atFriflar by Count Waldeck. Ber- 
nard was progenitor to the Dukes of Lunenburg, and 
Henry was Prince of Calemberg and Wolfenbuttle. 

About the year 1428, Bernard had the dukedom 
of Lunenburg j and his father's right over the city 
©f Brunfwick, by partition made with hi» nephews ; 
and dying at Zell in 1434, left IfTue by Margaret 
his wife, daughter of Wenceflaus Eledor of SaxO'^ 
ny, Otho called the Lame, ^ho had no iffue ; and 
Frederick the Juft; which Frederick, in 1478, died 
in a monallery at Zell, leaving, by Magdalen his 
wife, daughter to Frederick Eledor of Branden- 
burg, two fons. Of the fons, which were Bernard 
and Otho, the eldeft dying in 1464, without iffue, 
Otho, his brother, became heir ; and he dying in 
1471, left, by his wife Anne of NalTau, a fon named 
Henry, called the Young, whofe wife was Margaret, 
daughter to Erncll Duke of Saxony j and, dying at 
Paris in 1532, by her left three fons, Otho, Francis, 
and Erneil, who all fubfcribed the Augfburg confef- 
j^ixaj and ErncA, who died in 15461 was the firll 
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Proteftant prince of thisiamily^ He married So- 
phia, daughter to Henry Duke of Mecklenburg, by 
whom he had Francis and Frederick, who both died 
without iflue; Henry Earl of Danneberg, who was 
anceftor of the houfe of Brunfwick-Wolfenbuttle, 
and died in 1598 ; and William Duke of Lunen- 
burg-Zell, born in i$.f^f fr6m whom dcfcendedthe 
houfe , of Hanover-ZeU. He married Dorothy, 
daughter to Chrillian III King of Denmark ; and 
-dying in 1592, by her left feven fons, and feven> 
daughters; of which George, who was born in 1582^ 
iucceeded him ; and he dying in 16419 left iffue, by 
Ann his wife, daughter to Lewis Landgrave of HefTe-- 
Darmlladt, four fons, and a daughter named So- 
phia, who was married to Frederick IH>. King of 
Denmark. 

Of the fi}ns„ which were Chriftian„ George, John> 
and Erneft; the lafl, who was born in 1629, wa»- 
firft adminiflrator of the bifhopric of Ofnaburg for 
the Augfburg confelfion ; and, in 1662, purfuant to 
the treaty of Weftphalia in 1648, fucceeded to 
Count Francis of Wirtemberg in the faid bilhop- 
nek. He alio,, in 1680, became Duke of Hanover^ 
as heir to his brother John, who died without male 
ilTue ; and, in 1692, the Emperor Leopold, in oon- 
fideration of the affiance afforded him by the faid 
Duke Erneft, for carrying on rfie war againlV 
France, made him the ninth Eledor of the em- 
pire ; namely, Eledlor of Brunfwick-Lunenburg, or 
Hanover ; and the Emperor Jofeph, the fon of Leo- 
pold, when he put the Elector of Bavaria under the 
Imperial ban, gave Duke Ernefl the poft of arch- 
treafurer of the empire, which had belonged to the 
Eledor-Palatine. > In the year 1658, the faid Elec- 
tor Ernefl marrying the Princefs Sophia, fifth and 
youngefl daughter of Frederick V. Ele6lor-Palatine 
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of the Rhine^ eled^ed King of Bohemia in 1619^ 
.and died in 1632, by Elizabeth, of Great Britain ^ 
cldelt daughter of King James I. King of Gre^ 
Britain, by her had the following iffue. 

I. George Lewis, Ele£loraJ-Prince of Hanover, 
who, Jan. (8, 1698, fucceeded his lather in all his 
titles and dominions, except that of the bifhopric 
of Ofnaburg, which fell to his brother Duke Erneil, 
by virtue of the treaty of Weftphalia before men- 
tioned, wherein it is ftipulated, that the fee of Of- 
naburg (hall be alternately poflefled by a Romifh 
and a Proteftant prince ; the inhabitants being a 
mixture of both religions : and when it comes to 
the turn of a Protcftant to fill the chair, it (hall be 
given to a younger fon of the houfe of Hanover; 
fo that the former bifhop being a Roman, it fell of 
courie to Duke Erneft, brother to the faid George 
I. King of Great Britain^ who fucceeded to that 
. crown on the death of Queen Anne, Aug» 1, I7i4f 
, in right of his mother Sophia, purfuant to an ad df 
, of the Britilh parliament^ ratifying and confirming: 
the treaty of Union between the two kingdoms of 
England and Scotland, wherein it was concluded, 
that the fucceflion to the monarchy of Great Bri- 
tain, after her facred Majelly Queen Anne, and in 
default of iiTue of her Majefty, (hall remain and 
continue to the moft excellent Princefe Sophia, and 
the heirs of her body being Protdlants, agreeable 
to former a6is of fettlement made in each kingdom 
in the reign of King William. The faid Princefs Sophia 
dying at Herenhaufen, June 8, 1714, a few weeks 
before Queen Anne, aged near eighty-four, his Elec- 
toral Highnefs George, beforementioned, her eldeft 
fon, became King of Great Britain. 

Now that we have deduced the paternal line of the 
prefent Piince of Wales, from Azo, the firfl Count 
«f EHe and Marquis of Tufcany, who lived* in the 
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tenth contury, we come to enquire how the principa- 
lity of Wales, dutchy of Cornwall, &c. became inv^Aed 
in the heir-apparent to the Kings of Great Britain* 
after we have obferved, that the Prince of Wales, 
next to the King, is chief in the realm, is to fit at 
the King's right hand in all folemn afTemblies of 
ftate ; and although a fubje^, his perfbn is by law 
deemed {o facred, that it is treaibn to* imagine his 
death, or to violate his wife. 

In the year 1282, Lewellin ap Griffith, thelaff 
Wellh prince of the Britifti race, being traiteroufly 
moved by his brother David againfl King Edward 
I. the faid Kmg gave him battle, and Hew him, 
and ordered his head to be crowned with paper, and 
fct upon the Tower of London ; and his brother 
David being taken, his head was kt, up with it. 
King Edward having thus reduced Wales, united il 
to the crown of England; but perceiving, that the 
Welfli had no affe&ion to be ruled by ilrangers, he 
ient for his queen, being great widi her firil child, 
to come to him at Caernarvon-cafUe, where (he was 
delivered of a fbn ; and then the King calling to- 
gether all the barons of Wales, offered them a prince 
who was of their own nation, and who fpoke no 
word of Englifh, neither could any man blame his 
life or converfation ; and to this they having agreed, 
and fworn to yield obedience, he named his new« 
born (on, who was then called Edward of Caernar- 
von, becaufe he was born there ; and the King His 
father bellowed on him all the lands, honours, and 
revenues belonging to the faid principality, fince 
which time the heir-apparent ha« been ftiled Prince 
of Wales ; but he is born Duke of CornwalU or he 
is fuch, as fbon as his father is King of England. 

The county of Cornwall being an appenage t9 
Ihe crown,. King Edward HI. in the year 1537, 

made 
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wade k a dukedoni, and gave it to his eldcft iSrr 
Edward, firnamed the Black > Prince ; frogi whi6h 
time the eldefl: born fon is Duke of Cornwall, with- 
out any creation : but in cafe of his death his ht6* 
ther is not fo, unlefs fo created as was King Henry 
Vltl. after the death of his brother Prince Arthur ; 
nor is the prefent Prince of Wales Duke of Corn- 
wall. 

Since the Union with Scotland, the Prince of 
Wales is by birth Duke of Rothfay, and fteward of 
Scotland > a title given in 1396 to David Stewart, fon 
to King Robert UL This was a very important 
office, having the management of the crown reve- 
nue ; and fo long as Normandy renrained in the 
hands of the Englifh, the eldefl fon of the King 
was alfo fliled Duke of Normandy. 

The earldom of Cheller was given by Wilfiam the* 
Conqueror to his nephew Hugh Lupus, fon to his* 
fifter, and from him the faid title and privileges 
thereto belonging, defcended in blood unto John^ 
firnamed Le* Scot, who was the eighth Earl therfof^ 
His mother was Maud^ eldeft fifter and coheir to 
Kanulph, firnamed Blundeville, who, in I232,\vra$ 
Earl of Chefter, and died without ifllie. His father 
was David Earl of Galloway in Scotland, and Hun- 
tington in England, brother to William the Lion, 
King of Scotland : and the faid John Le Scot, mar- 
tying Helen, daughter to Lewellin Prince of Wales ; 
and dying in 1244, without iffue, King Henry III. 
the fame year (giving the aunts, and next coheirs 
of the faid John Le Scot^ other lands in lieu thereof) 
ieized the fame and annexed it to the crown ; and 
afterwards ftiled his fon Prince Edward Earl of Chef- 
ter, who, becoming King of England by the name 
«f Edward L joined the county of Flint to that 

of 
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of Cheiler, fince which time the/ have been united 
itDthe principalis of Wales. 

But thjcfe princes were not created by patent till 
the i9tlfof Edward III. when that King, by letters 
patent ds^ted at Ponte&a6l» March jS, J 344* created 
his eldell fon, Edward Prince of Wales, Duke of 
Aqoitain, and. Earl of Chefler^d Flint ; andin- 
vefted him in the faid principalis with theie en- 
Cgps of honour, namely, a chaplet of gqld, a gold 
ringi and a vcFgc or fcepter of filVer."/ 

The-yQung^r fons of Britainarenot'bom Dukes, 
or Earls, but are fo created as the King p)eafes ; 
^ey have no cert^ appenage, as in fome other 
-nations, but have fuch noble provifion as the King 
or parliament (hall fettle. All other fubjeds are t» 
be uncovered in their prefence, to kneel when they 
are admitted to kifs their hands ; and, at table, out 
of the King's prefence, they are ferved on the knee.

HAMILTON. 

THE moft noble Prince James Hamiltok^ 
Duke of Hamilton in Scotland, Chetelraud 
in France, and Brandon in England ; Marquis 
of Hamiiton and Clydfdale, Earl of Arran and La- 
nerk. Lord Macanfhire, Polmont, and Aberbrothick, 
Baron of Button, hereditable keeper of the King's 
palace of Holyrood-houfe at Edinburgh, and primiec 
Duke of Scotland, was bom February i8, 17559 and 
fucceeded his father the late Duke Jan. 17, 1758. 

James, the late Duke of Hamilton, fucceeded bis 
father in March 1742 ; and mariied, Feb. 14., ijfz, 
Elizabeth, iecoctd daughter of John Gunning, fiiq; 
by hig ffiktfvigtt, daughter to ^oWN^'^Vi^^Xtlfctfi^ 
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cldeft fon of William the firft Marquis of Douglas, by 
marriage with the fole heirefs of the Hamilton family^ 
in 1661, according to the Scotch cuflom, took the 
name of Hamilton ; and at the requefl of his wife, 
the Dutchefs, was afterwards created Duke of Ha* 
mil ton. 

• The firft of this name, on record, is Sir William de 

Hambleden, or Hambleton, in the county of Bucks 

in England, of which manor he was pofTelTed, and 

^was third fon of Robert Earl of Leicefter, defcended 

from the Earl of Mellent in Normandy. The fame 

Sir William, about the year 1323, being in fome office 

at King Edward lid's houie in London, challenged 

one Spenfer, another officer at that court, upon fome 

affront given him ; and the faid Spenfer refiiiing to 

fight him, Sir William killed him the next day. 

Being obliged to Ay from England, after this murder, 

>lie wa$ purfued into a wood, where he and his lerva«t 

changed coats with two wood-cutters; and took a 

irame-faw, with which they ftood cutting through an . 

oak-tree when the purfiiers pa (fed by : and it is faid, 

that Sir William feeing his fervant take notice of 

them, he (poke haftily to him, through ; which 

.'became the motto of the family, as the faw, cutting 

.through the oak, is the creft. He fled into Scotland, 

•where he was kindly received by King Robert Bruce, 

who gave him the lands of Kedzow, and others, in 

the county of Lanerk, which lands were afterwards 

called Hamilton.

2. SCOT, DUKE OF BUCCLEUCH. 

THE mofl noble Prince Henry Scot, Duke of 
BvccLEucH, Earl of Dalkeith, Baron Scot of 
Buccleuch andEikdale, in Scotland; and a peer of Eng- 
land, by the title of Baron Tindale in Northumber- 
land, and Earl of Doncafler in Yorkihire ; was born 
Sept. 2, 1746, and fucceeded his grandfather Francis, 
the late Duke, April 22, 175 1. 

James Duke of Monmouth and Buccleuch, and 
Earl of Doncafler, grandfather of the late Duke of 
Buccleuch, was the eldefl fon of King Charles II. by 
Mrs. Lucy Walters, daughter of Richard Walters of 
Haverford-wefl, in the county of Pembroke, Efq; and 
was born at Rotterdam in Holland April 9, 164:9, 
and bore the name of James Crofts till his Majefty's 
refloration. In the year 1662, the King fent for him 
over into England, and an apartment was alTigned 
him in Whitehall. The next yeai tW '^^vci^ «^^\ft\ 
hiittBaroa 0/ Tindale, Earl of Douc^w^ ^csA^vJuw^

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nii Motnhoath, and made him knight of the moil 
noble order of the garter. The lame year 1663, he 
irtdrried the Lady Anne^ Ible slaughter a^d heir of • 
iPrancis Scot Duke of Buccleuch, the firft fortune then 
5n Great Britain; whereupon, according- to the ufage 
of Scotland, he took the name of Scot, and they were 
created Duke and Dutchefs of Bhccleuch in Scotland. 
He was appointed mafter of the horfe to his Majefty 
in 1665, and captain of the life-guards in 1668; and 
on the death of hi« Grace, the Duke of Albemaile, in 
1669, he was conftituted generar of his Majefty's • 
forces, lord lieutenant of the eaft-riding of York- 
Hiire, governor of the town and citadel of Hull, and 
chief juftice in eyre of all his Majefly's forefts and 
parks fouth of Trent, and alfo one of his Majefty's 
moil honourable- privy council; and in 1672 he was 
conilituted lord high chamberlain of Scotland. The 
lame year, 1672, he commanded the iix thoufand 
Englifh and Scots which joined the French army on 
the frontiers of Holland, and was conftituted lieu- 
tenant-general of the forces of Lewis XIV. being 
prefent at the taking ^f Rhineburgh, Doeiburgh, and 
Zutphen, and at the redudlpn of Utrecht, where the 
French King kept hi§ court for fome time. In the 
year 1673 he was at the ilege of Maeftricht, and com- 
manded at the attack of the counterfcarp. The 
town being taken, the Duke with the Britilh forces 
withdrew; it not being thought for the interefl.of 
England to afllft the French in noaking an entire con- 
queil of the United Provinces. 

On his return to England, he was received by the 
King and court with great refpedl; and in July 1674, 
he was clefted Chancellor of the univeriity of Cam- 
bridge. And as he had formerly commanded the 
forces fent to the affiilance of the French againil the 
Dutch, he made a campaign under the Prince of 
Orange, in 16^8, agionfi theFrench, and was at the 
Mttack of the abbey of St. Dennis. 
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• In-1679 He w«S:fe»trwt(h a>fiiffideat ft>rce to fdp* 
pxb as iofurreffianiof} tbepr^yt^riaosiin Sa>tland» 
.whb, after the muniei' of.Dn .Siia;lp» arcbbiihop q£ 
St. Andrews, that had betrayed them^ thougbtit a fa- 
vourable opportunitfy- to expel epifcopaqr : but his 
Grace arnvlng there the i6th of June* marched' 
agaihft the rebels, &d, on the^ad, gave them battle 
atBothwell-bridge, and totally defeated them, taking 
a^ great number of prifoncrs. 

After his- return to England, he having (hewn him* 
' ielf very zealous in profecuting a full difcovery of the 
popiih plot, and joined ^ith thofe who dreaded popery 
and a popifh fucceflbr, he, by thefe means, had {0 
much gained the affedio^is of the people, that fome 
leading men infpired him with notions of his- right to 
' the crown : and, the more to flatter his hopes there* 
with, a report was ipread throughout the kingdom^ 
that King Charles, had. been lawfully married to Mrs. 
Walters, the Duke's mother : but the King made a 
declaration to the contrary in his privy council, and- 
ordered the faid declaration to be entered in the coun« 
oil book. 

Notwithflanding this, the Duke of York, then at 
9ruflels, grew fo jealous of his new competitor, that* 
in the beginning of. Sept. 1679, he prevailed with the 
King not only to divefl the Duke of Monmouth of 
his com million as captain-general, and of all his other 
great places, but that he fhould likewife depart the 
kingdom : whereupon he retired to Utrecht, and 
continued there ; till hearing of the Duke of York's 
itidden return to. England, on occafion of the King's 
iilnefs, he followed him thither, without the King's 
leave ; and arriving at London on the 27th of No- 
vember, about midnight, the watch gave notice of it 
in the feveral wards. The people thereupon imme- 
diately illuminated thmt houfes, ruQg the bells, and 
made bonfires, as if it bad beftn iot totcsft ^OL^i^^ 
n^oty^i but the Duke, of: Moamoia*^ -cOTMa^^ 
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were charged by regular troops : whereupon, a total 
rout fucceeding^ the^Duke endeavoured to make his 
efcape, but .was taken the next day; and being 
brought up to town, was fuffered to fee the King, and 
beg his life ; but was however executed on Tower- 
hill the 15 th of July, 1685. But furdy never was 
the death of any Prince more lamented by the people^ 
^ "^ho would not be perfuaded he was dead ; but re- 
saaiued in- expe^Ution of feeing him appear in arms 
again for fome years. 

. Remarried, as was already mentioned, the Lady 
Anne Scot, daughter and fole heir of Francis Earl of 
Buccleuch, by whom he had ifliie,

This Francis, thelateDuke of Buccleuch, married, 
April 5, 1720, the Lady Jane Douglas, daughter to 
James Duke of Queenfbury ; and by her, who died

THE moft noble Prince Ch a illes Lenox^ Duke 
of Lenox in Scotland, Richmond in England^ 
and Aubigny in France ; Earl of March andDarnley, 
Baron of Settrington and Turbolton, &c. and colonel 
of the feveiity-fecond regiment of foot ; fucceeded 
Charles the late Duke, his father, in 1.750. 

An account of this noble family was given at large 
in the firfl part of this work, publifhed laft Summer*, 
under the title, of, J Short Vienv of the Families of tht 
lEngUJh No&ility, He, as Duke of Rjchmokq.. 



4. GORDON, DUKE OP GORDON, 

THE moft noble Ax.exander Gordon, Duke 
of Gordon, Marquis and Earl of Huntley, Earl 
of Enzie, and Baron Gordon of Strathbogy, fucceeded 
his father Cofmo-George, the late Duke, in AuguflT 

Cofmo-George, this Duke*s father, at the age of 
nine years, fucceeded his father Alexander in honours 
and eftate, in Nov. 1728. He w^s.the firft Duke of 
Gordon, who was educated in the proteftant religion* 
imder the infpeflion of his mother. In 17419 his 
Grace married the Lady Katkerine Gordon, daughter 
of William Earl of Aberdeen,, by whom he had two 
fons, and. a daughter, born Dec. zy^ 1750.« 
AJcxaadsr, the late Diik^s %tberi ^ik xUe Cecoivd 
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Duke of G<mion, fucceeded his father George in 
1716$ and in 1706 married Henrietta Mordaunt, 
daughter of Charles Earl of Peterborough and Mon- 
mouthy and by her had foiu* fons and feyen daugb* 
ters, viz.

THE mofi noble Charles Douglas, Duke of 
QuEENSBURY and Dover; Marquis of Queenf* 
bury, Dumfries, and Beverly ; Earl of Queenlbury, 
Drundanrig, Sanquar, and Solway ; Vifcount Drum- 
lanrig, Nith, Torthorald, Tibbers, and Rofs ; Baron 
Douglas of Hawick, Kilmount, Middleby, Tibbers, 
Dornick, and Rippon, and one of his Majefty's privy 
council; born in 1698, married, in March i7i9-20» 
the Lady Katharine Hyde, fecond daughter to Henry 
Hyde Earl of Rochefter, by whom he had iffue two 
fons and a daughter, viz. 

I. Henry Marquis of Beverly, who was born 06V. 

^^ i/2a; and, July 10, 1754, married the Lady 

MMMbaA Hope, dgu^Ur of John EtarVt^f HoY^otv\ 
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hut was killed by the accidental gmhg off of his own 
piflol, on his journey from Scotland to London, the 
2oth of 06lober following; and his Lady died in 
Apiil 1756. 

2. Lopd Charles, who was bom in July 1726, and 
died October 1756. 

3. Lady Katharine, who died young. 

Of this nobie family there have been eight Lordsr^ 
three Earls, and three Dukes. Sir William Douglas, 
the firft Lord Drumlanrig, fignalized him(elf in the 
wars againft the Englifti. In the year 1411, he re- 
took the town of Roxburgh^ then in their pofTeifion* 
In 14129 he was fent ambaflador to England, to foli- 
cit the releafe of King James I. then prifoner in that 
tealm ; from whom he obtained a charter, all writtea 
with the King*s own hand on vellum, confirming to 
him and his heirs the feveral baronies of Drumlanrig^ 
Hawick in Tiviotdale, and Selkirk, Nov. 30, 141 2. 

WiUiaift, the third Earl, and firft Duke of Queenf^ 
bury, fucceeded his father in 1671 ; and having fuf- 
fered much in his father's fortune, during the civil 
wars, he wasj in 1667, fworn one of the privy coun- 
cil in Scotland; and, in 1680, was made JufHce ge- 
l^eral of that kingdom. On the nth of Feb. 1681, 
he was created Lord Douglas of Kilmount, Middleby, 
and Dorwich ; Vifcount Nith, Torthoiald, and Rofs ; 
Earl of Drumlanrig^ and Sanquar ; and Marquis of 
Queenftury. Oh the 12th of May, 1682, he was 
conflituted lord high treafurer of Scotland; and by 
two other commillions, dated the 21ft of Sept. 1682^ 
he was made governor of Edinburgh-caftle, and one 
of the extraordinary lords of feffion. And, that no 
honour might be wanting which his prince could be- 
ftow on him, he was, by letters patent, dated Feb. 3, 
1683, created Marquis of Dumfries, and Duke of 
Queenibury ; and afterwards made privy counfellor in 
both kingdoms. By King James VIL bft ^?l^ ^!^ 
fomtcd bigb i:oiiimiffioner,,to re^jx^fcux. Vvs x^*^ 
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perfon in the kingdom of Scotland : but the mesr* 
fores which were taken by the court not fuiting with 
his principles, he was entirely laid afide. This was 
one of the greateft and worthieft men of the age in 
which he lived. He died in the year 1694, at the 
age of 58 ; and by his wife the Lady Ifabel, daughter 
of William Marquis of Douglas, he left iffue, James, 
who fuccceded him j WiUiam, created Earl of March; 
Xiord George, who died unmarried ; and Lady Anne, 
who, in 1697, was married to David Earl of Wemys, 
and died in 169^.

6. CAMPBELL, DUKE of ARGYLL. 

THE moft noble Prince Archibald Campbell, 
Duke, Marquis, and Earl of Argyll; Mar- 
quis of Kintyre and Lorn ; Earl of Campbell and 
Cowal ; Vifcount Lochow and Glenilla ; Lord of In- 
verary. Mull, Morvern, andTyrie; lord lieutenant 
of Argyllihire, and admiral of the Weftern Ifles : 
alfo Vifcount and Earl of IJa, Baron Omfay, Dunoon, 
and Aros ; keeper of the great feal, Juftice general, 
extraordinary lord of feflion, hereditable mafter of 
tiie King's, houfhold, hereditable keeper of Dunftaff- 
mage and Carrick, chancellor of the univerfity of 
Aberdeen, one of his Majefty's moft honourable pnvy 
counfellors, and one of the fixteen parliamentary 
peers for Scotland; was born iu 1682, and fucceeded 
his brother John, the late Duke, in Nov. 1743. Hb 
Grace married the daughter of Mr, Whitfield, pay* 
jna/ter of the maanes; but by her« ^ho dkd la 
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1713, he had no iflue, and at prefent remsSns a 
widower. 

For want of i^ue of his Grace Archibald, now 
Duke of Argyll, the eflates and honours of Earl of 
Argyll will defcend to lieutenant-general John Camp- 
bell, fon of the honourable John Campbell of Mam- 
more, fecond fon of Archibald the ninth Earl of Ar- 
gyll. The faid lieutenant-general is now reprclen- 
tatlve in parliament for the county of Dumbarton. 

His eldefl fon John is a colonel in the army, and 
tilember of parliament for the city of Glalgow. 

His fecond fon is named Henry. 

His third fon is named Frederick. 

His only daughter, Caroline, was the third wife of 
Charles Bruce Earl of Aylefbury ; who dying in 1 746, 
flie married the honourable lieutenant-general Henry 
Seymour Conway, brother to Francis Earl of Hert- 
ford. By the late Earl of Aylefbury ihe had one only 
daughter. Lady Mary, married to the prefent Duke 
t)f Kichmond. 

John, the late Duke, was bom in 1680, and fnc- 
ceeded his father Archibald as Duke of Argyll ill 
1703. He married to his firft wife Mary, daughter 
of John Brown, £(q; but this Lady dying in 17 16, 
without iflue, his Grace married to his fecond wife 
Mrs. Jane Warburton, one of the maids of honour to 
her Majefty Queen Anne, as alfo to her Majelly Queen 
Caroline, when Princefs of Wales, and by her had 
five daughters, viz. 

1. Lady Caroline, married firft to Francb Earl of 
Dalkeith, eldeft fon of Francis Duke of Buccleuch ; 
and fecondly to Charles Townihend, Efq; fecond fon 
to the Lord Townihend. 

2. Lady Anne, married to William Earl of Strafford. 

3. Lady Jane, who died in the twelfth year of her 
age. . , 

4. Lady Betty, married to Stew«cdM.^c^i!a^>^^ 
wide to Jmics JSarl of Bute% 
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;• LadfMaiy, married to Edward: Vifcbunt Cokel 
who, dying, left her a widow without iflue. . 

This noble Duke brarel^ diftinguintied himielf 
tiirough the whole courfe of the Queen's wars : at the 
battle of Ramillies, in 1706, where he was brigadier ; 
at the fiege of Menin, of which he took pofleffion ; 
comrnanded at the reducing of Fort Plaifendale ; and 
affifled at the fiege of Oflend. He was very fervicc- 
able at the battle of Oudenard, in 1708 : and in the 
fame year took pofleffion of Lille, and afiifled at the 
fieges of Ghent and Bruges ; and particularly diflin*^ 
guifhed himfelf at the fiege of Toumay, and the great 
battle of Malplaquet. In 1705, he was appointed by 
Queen Anne her Majefiy's high Comraiflioner to the 
parliament of Scotland ; and was afterwards made 
general of her army in Sjpain^ general and com- 
mander' in chief in North Britain, governor of Mi- 
norca; and one of her Majcfty*s privy counfellors* 
He was in 1705: created Baron of Chatham, and Ear^ 
of Greenwich. In 17 10, he was eledled a knight of 
the garter; and, on the death of the Queen, was 
one of the lords JufKces till the arrival of King George 
L purfuant to her Majelly's former appointment. 

In 1715, a rebellion breaking* out in Scotland, his 
Grace attacked and routed die enemy at Dumblain, 
on the 13 th of November, with a force not half their 
number. In Feb. 17 18, he was declared lord fteward 
of the King's houlhold ;. and on. the 3orh of April 
was created Duke of Greenwich. He was appointed 
governor of Portfinouth by his prefent Majefty, wa« 
made colonel of the Queen's regiment of horfe, and 
afterwards had the Royal Blue regiment of horfe- 
guards. At length he was made mafter-general of 
ttie ordnance, and field>mar(hal of Great Britain. 

Archibald, the firft Duke of Argyll, the father of 
the late and prefent Dukes, was eldeft fon of Arcfai- 
Aa/d the ninth Earl of Argyfl; and married Eliza- 
J^tAj daughter to Sir Lionel Tsteia(hroEl^\muv^V)Am 
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in Suffolk, Barti and fifher toXionelEarlaf Dyfart ; bf 
whom he had iflue John Marquis of Lorn, andArch^ 
bald Earl of 11a, both of whom fucceeded to the duke- 
dom of Argyll ; alfo a daughter, Lady Anne, mai* 
ried to James Steward fecond Earl of Bute. This 
nobleman was one of thofe few Scots peers who came 
froni Holland with the Prince of Oraiige, and very 
much promoted the revolution in Scotland. This 
Earl was fent from the nobility to London, with fbme 
others, to offer the crown of Scotland, in the name 
of the convocation of eftates, to King William 
and Queen Mary ; tendered the coronation-oath ta 
their Majefties, and prefented them with the ad of 
iettlement, when they were proclaimed King and 
Queen of Scotland : after which he was appointed one 
of the privy council, one of the lords of the'treafiiry, 
colonel of the Scots horfe-guards, one of the extra- 
ordinary lords of feifion, and at length created Duke 
of Argyll 23 June 1701. 

Archibald, the ninth Earl of Argyll, who fucceeded 
his father, was, when Lord Lorn, commander of King 
Charles Itd^s foot-guards, and fignalized himfelf 
againfl Oliver; for which, in 1663, he was reftored 
by the faid King to the honours and eftate of his an-- 
ceftors, which were forfeited by his father's misfor- 
tunes. He was alfb by the faid King appointed one 
of his privy council, and one of the commiflioners of 
the treafury: but in 1681, oppofing the Duke of 
York, hi? enemies accufed' him of diiloyalty; where- 
upon he was committed to the cafWe of Edinburgh, 
ind, being tried, was found guilty, and fentenced to 
fiiflfer death : but, efcaping out of prifon, he went over 
to Holland; from whence, in 1685, he landed in Ar- 
gylefhire, and declared for the proteftant religion, 
and in favour of the Duke of Monmouth. But being 
defeated in June 1685, and taken prifoner, he was- 
beheaded 0*2 the 30th of that moiWiVi 2l\:'^^vc^a^a^• 
This Earl married the Lady Nlary &tfc^^.tX.> ^-^xi^^**^ 
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of James Earl of Murray, by whom he had font Cons 
and two daughters, viz.

2. John Campbell of Mammore, married a daugh« 
ter of John Lord Elphingflon* 

3. Charles. 

4. James, an officer in the army, married Margaret' 
Leflie, daughter to David Lord Newark. 

5. Lady Anne, married to Richard Maitland Earl 
of Lauderdale ; and, after hb deceafe, to Charles Earl 
of Murray. 

6. Lady Jane, married to William Ker Marquis of 
Lothian. 

. Archibald, the eighth Earl of Argyll, was of the 
privy council to King Charles I. into whofe hands he 
reiigned the Jufticiary of all Scotland, which had been 
in his family two hundred years, referving to himfelf 
and his heirs the jurifdidion of Argyll, and the 
Weftern Ifles; and in 1641, he was created Marquis 
of Argyll. He contributed much to the reception 
and coronation of Charles II. and, on Jan. i, 1650, 
put the crown oh his head at Scoon. But, after the 
i:efloration, he was accufed by the Earl of Middleton^ 
then high commiffioner, with a multitude of crimes^ 
eipecially in complying with Oliver as to the death of 
the King ; for which he was condemned in parliament 
May 27, 1661, and beheaded at the Market-crofs of 
Edinburgh. He married Margaret, daughter of Wil- 
liam Douglas Earl of Moreton ; and by her had two 
£)ns. Lord Archibald his heir, and Lord Neil : al/b 
two daughters, the Lady Jane, married to Robert Ker 
Marquis of Lothian ; and the Lady Mary, married 
£rfl to George Sinclair Earl of Caithnefs, and after- 
wards to John Campbell Earl of Breadalbane. By his 
{bcond wife Su&nna> daughter to Sir Alexander Men- 
jssie of Weem, he had alfo two ions. Lord Neil, and 
iCton/ Alexauder* 
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This mod antient and noble family of Campbell 
IS derived from a long train of great anceilors, much 
farther back than can be vouched by writings or re- 
cords ; and feems to be founded upon the tradidonal 
accounts of the fehachies and bards, whofe office con« 
fif^ed chiefly in recording the a£iions and atchieve- 
ments of their great and illuftrious men. Camden 
derives this pedigree from the antien t Kings of Argyle, 
in the iixth century, above three hundred years before 
Scotland was a monarchy. 

Creations.] Summoned to parliament, as Lord 
Campbell, in 1445, the 8th of James II. and by the 
fame King, in 1457, created Earl of the county of 
Argyll; Marquis of the fame, Nov. 15, 1641, the 
17th of Charles I. Marquis of Kintyre and Lorn, 
£arl of Campbell and Cowal, Vifcount Lochow and 
GlenUla, Lord of Inverary, Mull, Morven, and Tyrie, 
the 23d of June, 1701, the 13th of Will. III. Baron of 
Ornfay, Dunoon, and Aros, and Vifcount and Earl of 
Ha, the 29th of Oft. 1706, the 5 th of Queen Anne.

THE moft noble Ab^chibald Douglas, Duke> 
MarquiSy, and Earl, of Douglas ; Marquis and 
Earl of Angus and Abemethy ; Vifcount Jedburgh; 
Lord Douglas of Bonkle, Prefton, Roberton, Both- 
well and Glenbervy ; was born in 1694, and in 1758 
married Mifs Douglas, daughter Qf ..... . 

James Marquis of Douglas, father of the prefent 
Duke, fucceeded his grandfather as Marquis of Douglas, 
and Earl of Angus; and married to his firil wife theLady 
Barbara, daughter of John^Erskine, the eighth Earl oi 
Mar, by whom he had an only ibri James, who, in 1 692, 
and the 2?d year of his age, was killed at the battle of 
Steinkirk ; but his Lord (hip marrying to his fecond 
wife the Lady Mary, daughter of Robert Ker, Mar- 
quis of Lothian ; by her had the Lady Jane, and Ar- 
chibald the. prefent Duke, whofe titles Queen Anne 
was pleafed to augment in the 9th year of his age, 
by creating him Lord Douglas of Bonkle, Vifcount 
'Jedburgh,' Marquis of Angus and Abernethy, and 
Puke of Douglas. 

William, the late Marquis's grandfather, fucceeded 

his father William, and was the feventeenth Earl of 

Douglas and Angus ; and in the reign of Charles L 

was made Lord Lieutenant of the borders, and created 

Marquis of Doqgks. . He married to his firft wife 
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Margaret, iifter tojamjss Hamiltonyfiarlof Aberoorn^ 
and by her had two ions and three daughters, ina:, 

f. Archibald, the eldeft, was Lord Great Chambep- 
lain for the day, at the coronation'of King Charles II. 

2, James was killed at the fiege of Doway. 

13. Lady Jane, married to William Lord Alexander^ 
ion and heir to William Earl of Stirling. 

4. Margaret^ to Sir John Hamilton, Lord Bargany. 

5. Grifel to Sir William Carmtchael/ibn of John 
the firfl Lord Carmichael. 

To his fecond wife he married the Lady Mary, daugh<- 
ter of George Gordon the firft Marquis of Huntley, 
and by her had three fons, and five daughters; 
whereof Henrietta was married to James Johnfton 
Earl of Annandale ; : Ifabel to William Douglas Duke 
of QueenfbUry ; Jane toJamesDrummond Earl (called 
Duke) of Penh, lord chancellor of Scotland; and 
LU(Cy to Robert Maxwell Earl of Nithfilalc : and the 
ions were, William, who'was created Earl of Selkirk, af- 
terwards Duke of Hamilton ; George was created Earl 
of Dumbarton ; and James, the youngeft, who was a 
colonel; died unmarried. 

Archibald, the eldcft fon by the firft wife, married 
firft Anne, daughter of Efme Stewart Duke of Lenox.; 
and dying in. his father's life-time, by her left a fon, 
James, the fecond Marquis of Douglas, and father of 
tHe prefentDuke^ 

William, the fixteenth Earl of Douglas, married 
Elizabeth, daughter of Laurence Lord Oliphant, and 
by her had. three fons and two daughters : Mary, 
-married to Alexander' Levingfton Earl of Lithgow; 
and Marg^iret to Sir Alexander Campbell of Calder. 
And of ^ the three fons, Francis the youngeft was 
knighted ; and James, the fecond, was created Lord 
Mordington. 

This noble and great family may be reckoned one 
.'of the moft renowued of any fuhjedl family in Europe, 
ikfiVQ being few kingdoms where, thtii U2ccck^ \& wox. 
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Juown, and fome of their great aflions recooded : 
and from thefe in Scotland were defcended the family 
of the Scoti in Plaiience in Italy, the Riari Scoti in 
3ononiay the Marl Scoti in Mantua, the Baroni Scoti 
in Florence, and the Paperoni Scoti in Rome ; and in 
St. Laurence's church in Plaifence the family have 
twelve monuments. In Mufcovy and Sweden there 
Jiave been feveral eminent men of this family ; and 
the city of Dantzick in Poland, being relieved by one 
Douglas, a Scotfman, they ereded a triumphal arch 
in commemoration of that great adion, which to this 
xlay is called Douglas's port, or gate, and the fuburb, 
without it. Little Scotland : and they alfo ena£led» 
that a man born in Scotland fhould for ever have the 
freedom of Dantzick, as much as a native. In France 
ibis family hath obtained great commands and titles; 
for one of the name, who was Earl of Wigton in 
Scotland, was, by Charles VII. of France, made Duke 
of Turrene in that country, for his (ervice in the wars 
againft the Engliih ; and another was created Count 
de LongueviUe. 

About the year 1329 there was in Scotland of this 
.aame five Earls at one time, namely, Douglas, An- 
gus, Ormond, Murray, and Wigton ; fince which we 
are to add the Duke of Douglas, the Duke of Queenf- 
. burvy and Duke Hamilton, the Earls of Moreton and 
March, the Lord Mordington, and the Earl of Dun- 
barton, which lafl is extinSi. 

. For their fervice to their country, this family had 
three noMe privileges allowed them by King and Par- 
liament : I ft. That theyihould have the firfl vote in 
.parliament. 2dly, That they ihould lead the van of 
the army. And, 3dly, That they fhould carry the 
crown, if prefent, at publick folemnities. 

Their beginning is traditionally derived from one 

Sholto, a fwarthy man, which, as thefe words are faid 

. to fignify both in Bridfh and Iriih, was Don Glas ; and 

he, in the rdgn of Salvathius king of Scotland, and 
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tlie year of Chrift 770, being the principal man tibat 
routed Donald Bane, yvho had mvaded fais country^ 
the King royaSy rewarded his fenrtces, and mkde him 
a grant of large pofieffions in the xrounty of Lftnerk» 
which he, or hb fucceflbr, caHed Douglas^ asd froflA 
thence canoe the timame of this family.

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1738, when a great part of the valuable furniture^ 
paiutingSy jewels, and writings of the £aimily were 
loft, befides a confiderable fum of money in cafh and 
bank notes ; and it was with no fmall difficulty that 
fhe family efcaped with their lives. There is another 
feat belonging to riiis family at Diddup, in Forfar- 
Unre,' or Angus, being an antient noble pile of build- 
ing in the middle of 2^ park, within a mile of Dundee* 
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8. MURRAY, dIJKE of ATHOL. 

THE moft noble James Murray, Duke, Mar- 
quis, and Earl of Athol; Marquis, and Earl 
of Tullibairden; Vifeount GJenalmond, and Lord 
Murray, in Scotland ; alfo. an Englifli Peer, by the 
title of Baron Strange of Knockyn, Lord of the Inland 
of Man, lord privy ieal, one of his Majefty's privy 
'council, hereditable keeper of the palace of Faulk- 
land, and knight of the antient order of the thiftle, 
fucceeded his father John, the late Duke, in 1724; 
and' ui 1726 married Mrs. Jane Lanoy, widow of 
James Lanoy, of Hammerfmith, in Middlefex, Efq; 
and filler of Sir John Frederick, of Weftminfter, 
Bart, by whom he had a Ton in 1735, ^^^ ^^^^ '^^ 
lame year, and two daughters who are now living. 

His Grace became an Englifli peer by the title of 
Lord Strange ; as alfo Lord of the Ifle of Man, on 
thedeceafe of James Stanley, the tenth Earl of Der- 
by, who died, v\ ithout ifTue, on the ift of February, 
1735-6 ; whicli dignities he derived from his grand- 
mother, Amelia Sophia, daughter of James Earl of 
Derby, beheaded in 1651. 

John, father of the prefent Duke, fucceeded his 
farluT as r^Iarqiiis of Athol, in May 1703 ; and mar- 
ried to his firft.wifii tlic Lady Katharine Hamilton, 
duiiohtcr of William and Anne, Duke and Dutchefs 
#/ Ijaimhon^ and by her had fix fons, and one 
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iltaghter, Sufannab, married to William Gofdoh* 
Eari of Abenieen. Of tlie fens, the eldeft called the 
•Marquis of TulHbairdoDy was a colonel in the Dutch 
ienoce^ and was killed at the battle of Taniers in 1709^ 
The iecond.fon William, Marquis of TuUibairden^ 
was attainted in 1716, for being a party in. the re* 
bellion of that time ; and being taken in the next 
rebellion hi 17469 .was fent to the Tower, where he 
idled the year after, James, the third foiOf and the 
•prefent Dake» fucceeded as Duke of Aihol, on whom 
the titles, forfeited by his brodier, were fettled by ziBt 
of parliament, at his father's death. Lord George^ 
the fourth ion, married an heirefs of his own. name» 
by whom he. left a daughter named Amelia, who, in 
-1750, l>ecamQ the iecond wife of die Hon, John Sii^ 
clair, who would have fucoepdcd his .father as Lord 
Sinclair, but was attainted in 1716. This Lord George 
Murray prefumptuonfly joined the rebels in 174^, as 
>a lieutenant-general ; and after the defeat at Cullo* 
tlen efcaped into France, but was attainted in 1746. 

To his fecond wife, John Duke of Athol married 
Mary, daughter of William Lord Rofs, by whom he 
had a fifth fon, Lord John Murray, member of par- 
liament for Perthfhire, colonel of the Highland regi* 
m?nt: in 1755 appointed major-general of his Ma- 
Jefty's forces ; and Jan. 21, 1758, promoted to be 
lieutenant-general. His lady died in Jan. 1759. 

Ihe fixth and youngeft fon. Lord Frederick, was 
a captain in the royal navy. He had alfo one daugh- 
ter. Lady Jane, married to John Earl of Crawford. 

The laid Duke John was made fecretaiy of ftate in 
tlic rtign of King William, high-conimilfioncr to ilie 
parliament, and chancellor to the univcrfity of St. 
Andrews; and, in 1697, was created Earl of Tulli- 
bairden, and Vifcount Glenalmond. On April 30, 
1703, the 2d of Queen Anne, he was created Mar- 
qids of TuUibairclen, and Duke of AlhoJ ; and on 
the 7th of Feb* fcrfJowing, he was e\e£Xt^^>u\\^'^ ^'^ 

C a ^^* 
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the thiftle. Ha was eleded one of the fixteen peeit 
in the third and fourth Britifh parliaments ; in 1712 
he was fworn of her Majefty*s privy council; ap- 
pointed lord privy feal in 1715 ; and the next year was 
liigh'Commiflloner to the general aflembly of the 
church. 

John, the fourth Earl of Athol, and father of the 
late Duke» in the year 16539 when but eighteen years 
of age, loyally took up arms in defence of King 
CharlR II. for which his Majeily, after the reilora- 
tion, made him juflice-general, lord privy feal, cap- 
lain of his guard, one of the extraordinary lords of 
leffion, and created him Marquis of Athol. He lef^ 
ifTue by his wife, the Lady Amelia Sophia, daughter 
•of that loyal nobleman James Stanley, Earl of Den- 
by, four fons, and one daughter, viz. 

1. John the eldefl, who fuccceded him. 

^. Charles was created Earl of Dunmore. 

3. James married Lady Lillie Drummond, daugh- 
ter of John fecond Earl of Perth, and left a daughter 
married to Andrew Lord Rollo. 

4. William was Lord Nairn, by marrying the heirefs 
of Robert Lord Nairn. 

5. Amelia was married to Hugh Frafer, Jjord 
Lovat, 

This noble family of Murray is of antient fettle- 
ment in the county of Perth, and are defcended from 
^ir Malcolm Murray ; whofe fon Sir William Murray, 
in the year 1282, marrying Adda Moravia, daughter 
of Malyfs, fcnefchal of Strathern, thereby became 
poficiTcd of the barony of Tullibairden, as appears 
by a charter dated in that year.

The laid James, their father, was by Queen Anne 
made admii^al of Scotland in 1705, and in the year 
following prefident of the council. On April 24* 
1707, in regard of his inviolable zeal for the Protein 
tant fucceffion, and hi$ hearty concurrence in the 
union of the two kingdoms, her Majcfty was plealed 
to create him Duke of Montrofe, which dignity w^ 
to defcend, not only to his male iifue, but to his heir$ 
of intail alfo. 

James the fifth Earl, and firft Marquis of Montrodle, 
born in 16 12, became early one of the moil adive lea- 
ders of the Covenanters in Scotland, in the time of 
King Charles L but foon deferted the covenanters^ 
snd embraced the principles of the court ; where- 
.upon, in the year 1644, he was made captain-general 
in Scotland, and Marquis of Montrofe ; and being 
joined with about 4000 forces, he defeated the kirk 
party in feveral ikirmifhes and battles ; but being met 
by General Leilie, with a detachment from the Scots 
army in England^ he was totally routed on Sept. 13, 
1645 ; however, efcaping in the purfuit, he got over 
Jo France in Aug^, 16^6. King Charles 11. afterwardt 
granting bim 4 new commidioa, Wt got ^00 tcvtxi xc>^ 
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fttheff with arms and ammunition, which he Cent 
from Hamburgh to one of the Orkney iflafKls, ancf 
immediately fo41owed with about loo officers, in Aprit 
1650. The news of his landing in Caithnefs, having; 
reached the parliament^ who w^s tlien fitting atEdiiN 
burghy they ifTued out orders for aflemblfng 6000 
men under General Leilie, and 300 horfe under Co* 
lonel Strahan j the laH of whom coming up with the 
Marquis, now joinf d by a few Highlanders, defeated 
him : and fometime after, the Marquis himfelf being^ 
taken, was condu^bed to General Ledie, who fe»t 
him to Edinburgh, where he was tried by the parlia- 
ment then fitting, and fentenced to be hanged at 
the crofs, on a gibbet of thirty feet high, and then 
to be beheaded and quartered, and his head fixed on 
the Tolbooth prifon, and his body buried at the place 
of execution;, which fentence. wa§. accflrdingly. exe- 
cuted on May 21, 1650 : but at the reflo ration his 
body, was, by his Majefty's expreisappojatment, cxrU 
leded, and laid together in the church of Holyrood- 
houfe, whenceit was carried, and! ciepofitfsd wi(h the^ 
remains of his grandfather in. St. Giles's church^ and 
a monument erefted to his memory.

THE Right Hon. Georce Crawford^ E«rl of 
Crawford and Lindiay ; Viftountand Baroo 
Garnock; Baron Crawford aiKt Spinzy; fiicceeded 
John the late Earl of Crawford, in 17491 and Dec. 
26, 1755. married Mils Hamilton, eldeft daughter of 
Robert Hamilton of B an r trie-hilt £% which Lady 
was brought to-bedof a ion and heir>Feb. 4> 1753. 
John Lind(ay» the late Earl, being the fevcfiteeiilh 
Earl of Crawford, fucceeded hia feth«r Jobo Jan. 4, 
1 7 1 3 . This, late Earl Ik took himfelf cariy to a milf- 
tary life. In 1734 he had a regiment of fi)Ot, and 
went the fame year a yoluntier into the Imperial army^ 
on the Rhine.

John the fcrenth Earl of Rothes, grandfather of 
the late Earl, being in arms for King Charles II. wal 
taken prifoner at the battle of Worccfter, and con- 
fined till the reftoration ; after which his Majeftjr, to 
reward his merit and fufferings, made hm prefident 
of tiie couneS, general of the forces in Scotkiid^ 
and, on the 2d of June, 1663, he was appmntedThis 
Mjijelly's high-commiflioner to the parliament, and 
lord-treafurer of Scotland ; and, in i68oy as a far- 
ther mark of his -Majefty's- favour, he was honoured 
with the titles of Duke of Rothes, Marquis of Banw 
breigh, Earl of Lefley, Vifcount Lugton, and BaroR 
of Achmutty and Cafcuberry, and to the heirs male 
of his body for ever. He married Anne, the daugh« 
ter of John Lindfay, the fourteenth Earl of Craw* 
ford) by whom he had two daughters, viz.. 

1. Margaret, who became Countefs of Rothes, 
her father having no male ifiue, married Charles Ha«> 
milton, the fourth Barl of Haddington ; and By hun 
had, befides the Earl of Haddington, a fon John, who 
took the arms and fimame of Lefley, and was laft 
Earl of Rothes.

The origin of this noble family is Hungarian^ 
tiking their name f^om the caftle of Lefley in thai 
country ; but are fmce difperfed into many other na« 
tions ; fo thst there are few countries in Europe; 
whierein fome of them have not railed their charac- 
terSy and borne confiderable oiBces and honours $ and 
the family is now lb increafed in number and honour, 
that besides the Earl of whom we are ipeakiiig» ther^ 
are the Earl of Leven, the Lord lindores, and tho 
Lord Newark ; though it muil be remembered, that 
this family of Rothes is now paternally of the namo^ 
of Hamilton, as already obferved. 

There are at prefent feveral Counts of the family 
in Germany, befides many families in Scotland^ 
France, Sweden, Mufcovy, and Poland ; and one of 
this name governed the kingdom of Hungary, as the 
Emperor's viceroy; he having (bme time before been 
married to that Emperor's daughter.' 

The firft of this name in Britain was Bartholdus 
Leiley, one of the firil rank of nobility in Hungary^ 
who, in the year 106B, attended Margaret AtheHng-,. 
the wife of King Malcolm Canmore, into Scotland^ 
where his fervices to that Princefs were thought fo- 
confiderable, that King Malcolm gave him his fiAer 
to wife ; and befides many large pofTefllons, which 
are flill in the family, made hrm governor of Bdin- 
burgh-caflle ; after which he was made Lord Lefley,. 
and EaH of Rofs.

THE Right Hod. Jamis Douglas> Earl, of 
Morton, and Lord Aberdour in FifefhirCf 
hereditary ileward and juitice-ge^eral of the Orkney 
Iflandsy knight of the order of the thiftk, prefideot 
of the fociety for improving drts and fciences, and 
one of the fixtcen peers eleded for Scotland, fuc-* 
ceeded his father George, the 13th Earl of Morton^ 
in 1737* His Lordfhip firft married Mifs HaliburtoOy 
daughter of Mr. Haliburton of Pitcur ; by whom he 
had iffue a fon and heir, Sholto Lord Aberdour, 
commiflioner of the police ; and another fon, whcr 
died in 1746. He married fecondly Mifs Heathcote, 
flianghter of Sir John Heathcote, Bart. July 51, 17559 
by whom he hath iffue a fon, born July 1, 1756k 
and a daughter, bom April 2^, 175^8. 

The firft of this collateral branch of the great and 
noble family of Douglas, was Sir James Douglas of 
Loudon, who was fucceeded by his fon Sir William^ 
the Laird of Lidfdale, who, for his bravery, was 
called the Flower of Chivalry : but he dying without 
iffue, his brother Sir John Douglas became h^, 
and was captain of the cafUe of Lochleven in Fife» 
the property of which was 300 years in the family ; 
and herein was imprifoned Mary Qjieen of Scotsy 
who from thence made her efcape into England, by 
means of one Mr. George Douglas. In the reign of this 
unfortunate Queen, James, the fourth Earl of Mow 
ton» was one of the^ privy council, and by her Ma« 
jefiy fent ambaflador into England, and made lord 
high chancellor of Scotland. But, in the fame reign, 
the Earl of Both well having a dcfrgn to murder Hen- 
ry Lord Darnley, the Qiieea's huiband, in order to 
inarry the Q^een,. aad craving the Earl of Morton's 
afTiflance therein, the Earl, who abhorred fuch a de* 
ie/iablc enterprize, retired from court uvto tivft cwm- 
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tty, ' duriog which tim^ that fcandalous tnd bloody 
tragedy was aded ; whereupon the Earl of Mortoa 
was one of the nobility who made an afibdation to 
prcferve the infant Prince, whofe life was thought to 
be in danger by fuch an union ; and on the 29th of 
Jaly* 1567, which was the day of his coronation, 
took the oath to the young King. In thiinew tuni 
of affairs, the Earl of Morton's ihare wa^ very con* 
^derable ; and he was foon after declared high chan* 
cellor of Scotland, then high admiral, iheiiff of the 
county of Edinburgh, and, on Nov. 24, 1572, Re* 
gent of the kingdom during the King's minority : 
but being difagreeable to the other party, who had 
ihe young King in their hands, they at length brought 
about his ruin; for by accufing him as acceflary to 
the murder of the King's father, he was thereupon 
ient prifoner to Dunbarton-cafUe ; firom'whence, on 
the J& of June, 158 1, he was brought to his trial at 
JBdinburgh, where he was found guilty by his peers 
of bong a party in the laid murder, by not reveal* 
ing it when the Earl of Bothwell propofed it to him, 
and was fbntenced to be hanged and quartered ; but, 
by the favour of the King, he was the next day be* 
.headed at the Market-crofs of Edinburgh ; and what 
. is remarkable, the execution was performed by an 
en^ne of his own inventing for that ufe, called the 
Maiden, and he was the fiHl who fuffered by it. 
Upon the death and forfeiture of the Regent, the 
title of Earl of Morton was foon after fettled, by slQL 
of parliament, on the EarPs nephew, Archibald 
Douglas.

THE 'Right Hon.HBNRTDAvu) Erskine, Bart 
of BvcHAM, and Baron Cardrofs of Mentieth 
in the county of Perth ; born in 1699, fucceeded his 
fether David, the fourth Earl of Buchan, OAob. 11, 
1745 ; and, in March 1739, married Anne, iifter to 
6ir James Stewart of Goodtres, Bart, by whom he 
had a fon. Lord Cardrofs, born in March 1740^ 

David, the late Earl, in 1697, married Fnmces, 
daughter and fole heir of Henry Fairfax, of Hurft in 
the county of Berks, Efq; by whom he had nine fons 
and (even daughters, of which there are feveral fons 
and daughters now living : but the Countefs their 
mother dying, his Lordfhip married fecondly Eliza* 
beth, daughter of Sir William Blacket, Bart, by whom 
he had no iffue. This Earl was of the privy council 
to King William and Queen Anne; and upon the 
acceflion of King George I, was made one of the 
commiflioners of trade, lord lieutenant of the fhires 
of Stirling and Clackmannan, and elected one of the 
•fix teen peers for the firft parliament after his Ma- 
Jefty's arrival, and in the two fucceeding parliaments. 

The detcent of this noble femily of Erfkine is de^ 
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Tived ftom the Earls of Mar ; for John Stewart, ion 
of John fisrl of 'Buchan, had a ion John, who beipg 
killed in his father's life-time, at the battle of MufTel- 
burgh, in 1547, left by Beatrix his wife, daughter of 
•Sir- William Ogilvy of Bayne, a daughrter, Chriftiah; 
!who, in 155 1> iucceeded her grand^ther in the earl- 
dom : and ^e marrying Robert Douglas, brother to 
William' the fixth £arl of Morton, he, in her righr, 
became Earl of Buchan ; and by her had a ion, James, 
who fucceeded. He married Margaret, daughter to

Lennox, upon that marriage the eight of luccefiion to 
the earldom of Buchan, which before had been to 
the heirs of eitherlex, was, by patent under .the great 
feal of Scotland, limited to the ■ faid Sir James Er« 
.ikine her huiband, and his lawful heirs male.

iind ittanied the Lady Sufan^ daughtei* of John, Earl 
of Selkirk and Ruglen. 

John, the late Earl, was one of the privy council to 
King William 1I1» by whom he was alfo made one 6f 
the commiilloners of the treafury ; and he marrying 
the Lady Sufan, youngefl daughter of James, the firft 
Duke of Hamilton, by her had John Lord Kennedy* 
and a daughter^ Anne, who was married to John Ha- 
milton. Earl of Ruglen, who fucceeded alfo as Earl 
of Selkirk : and the faid Johil t,otd Kennedy, dying 
in the year 1700, left iSue by Elizabeth his wife^ 
John the prefent Earl, whofe mother married to her 
fecond hufband the Earl of Selkirk and Ruglen. 

The iiril of this name and family is faid to be one 
Kenneth, an Iriihman, or a Scotch highlander, ^rom 
whom this noble family took the name of Kennedy* 
And in the reign of King William the Lion, 1183^ 
lived Henry Kennedy, who aflifted Gilbert Lord Gal^ 
loway, in his wars. In the reign of King David IL 
lived Sir John Kennedy, who from that King got fe- 
veral lands, and added to his paternal inheritance of 
Dunnure the baron)^ of CafHlS) which he obtained by 
Mary his wife, the daughter of Sir John Montgo- 
mery.

•John, the feventh Earl of Caithnefs, and father to 
the prelent Earl, was a defcendant of James, brother 
to-George the fourth Earl, and fucceeded George the 
fixth Earl, upon his dying without ifliie. The faid 
Johti married Jane, of the family of Carmichael, by 
whom he had two fons, Alexander, the prefent Earl, 
and the Hon. John Sinclair, of Murthil, one of the 
judges in the court of feflion, and a daughter.

THE Right Hon. James Stewart, Earl of 
Murray, and Lord Down of Down, in Men- 
feith in the county of Perth, eleded a knight of the 
thiftle, and one of the (ixteen peers for North Britain 
in 1741,1747, and 1754; fucceeded his father Fran- 
cis, the late Earl, in 1739, and married Grace, the 
countefs dowager and widow of John Gordon, Earl 
of Aboyn, daughter of George Lockart, of Carn- 
watH, Efq; who hath left his Lordfhip three fons. 

Francis, the late and eighth Earl of Murray, married 
Lady Jane Eiphingfton, the youngeft.daughter of John 
Lord Balmerino, and left twoTons, James, the prefent 
Early and l^rancls, who married the Lady Edlen Mont- 
gomery, daughter of Alexander, the ninth Earl of 
Eglington* 

Janies Stewart, natural fon of King James V. by 
Jane, daughter of the Lord Kennedy, was created an 
Earl by the faid King, and marrying Lady Margaret, 
daughter of Collin Campbell, the third Earl of Ar- 
gyll, by her had a daughter Mary, who was married 
to John Stewart, matter of Buchan ; but having no 
male iiTue, the earldom reverted to the crown, and 
by Queen Mary was, Feb. 10, 1561, beftowed ^on 
James Stewart, prior of St. Andrew, natural fon of 
the faid King, by Margaret, daughter of John Lord 
Erfkine ; and by the faid queen was made one of 
the privy council. He was alfo made lord lieute- 
nant of the borders towards England ; and after fhe 
tvas obliged to refign the government, in favour of 
her fon.

He 
was fecretary to King Robert II. who, in the year 
1379, granted him the Thanedom of Glamis inFor- 
farfhire, preferred him to be great chamberlain of 
Scotland, advanced him to the degree of a lord in par- 
liament, by the title of Lord Glamis ; and gave him 
in maniage the Lady Anne, his third and youngefl 
daughter, with many baronies and grants of lands ; 
after which he was made governor of Edinburgh-cal^ 
tie, and lord chancellor of Scotland.

THE Right Hon. John Campbell, Earl and 
Baron of Loudon,, and Lord Mauchlane; go- 
vernor of Virginia: colonel of the 30th regiment of 
foot; lieutenant-general, and governor of Stirling-cat 
tie ; and one of the fixteen peers for Scotland in the four 
laft parliaments, fucceeded his father Hugh, the late 

Eari» 
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TEarl, in. 17 32, and is yet unmarried. He was very 
^£live in his Majefty's fervice, during the rebellion in 
17.45 » ^^^* March 1756, he was appointed general of 
all his . Majelly's forces in North America ; but not 
fucceeding to his own iatisfadUon, he dedred to be 
xecalled : and, after fettling the plan of operation, 
' and the meafures that have with fuccefs been fmce 
profecuted, heVefigncdin 1758. 

Hugh, the late Earl, was a privy counfellor to K, 
William III. ^and was by him made an extraordinary 
lord of feffion. In Aug. 4706, he was elefted % 
koight of the antient order of- the thiille ; and in 
jMarch following^ appointed one of thecoramlflioners 
to treat of an Union between the two kingdoms, 
-:which being concluded, he was elefled one of the fix- 
teen peers for Scotland, and fb returned for the firil;

Ht 
married to his firft wife Lady MaryLefley, daughter 
of David Earl of Leven,by whomhe had one daugh- 
ter ; and by his fecond wife, who was Lady Sufan 
Murray, eldeft daughter of John Duke of Athol, he 
had George, the prefent Earl, and a daughter Katha- 
rine, married to Cofmo, the late Duke of Gordon. 
His third wife was the Lady Anne Gordon, daughter 
of Alexander Duke of Gordon, by whom he had fe- 
rettil fons and daughters ; of whom Lady Aane, was 
married to the prefent Earl of Dumfries, and died 
April 15, 1755, without ilTue. 

Of this antient family, who fprung from the noble 

houfe of Gordon three hundred ye^rs ago, and for 

many centuries poffefTed of a larg^ eftate in the 

county of Aberdeen, was Patrick Gordon of Haddo, 

^om whom defcended Sir JoViw Goi^ou, viVio, ia 
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1642, was created a baronet ; but two years after, for 
his adherence to King Charles I. and holding out his 
caille of Haddo againft the parliament-army^ was 
taken prifoner, condemned, and executed at Edin-* 
burgh.

THE Right Hon. John Carmichael, Earl of 
Hyndford, Lord Carmichael, knight of the 
mod antient order of the Thiftle, one of his Ma- 
jefiy's privy council, a Lord of the bedchamber to 
his Majefly, one of the lords comnuilioners of the 
police, a Baronet, and one of the fixteen peers for 
Scotland in the eighth, ninth, tenth, and eleyenth 
parliaments of Grqat Britain, fucceeded his &ther 
James, in Sept. 1737; and in 17^2, married the 
Xrady Elizabeth, widow of Hohert lordiRomney, ani 
daughter of 3ir Cloudefley Shovel, Knight. In 1738^ 
his lordihip was appointed his Majefly -s high com- 
xniflioner to the general afTembly. In 1742, he was 
appointed envoy extraordinary to the king of Pnifiiay 
from whofe court he wenjt in the fame chara&er to 
the emprefs of RuiTia, and returned in about fix 
years. 

James, the late and fecond Earl of Hyndford, 
married Lady Betty Maitland, daughter of John 
the fifth Earl of Lauderdale, by whom he had five 
fons and a daughter, Lady Margaret, married to Sir 
John Anftruther, Bart. Of the fons, William, vi- 
car of Wing, in Buckinghamfliire, arch-deacon of 
Bucks, and doflor of law, married Mrs. Godfchal. 
Archibald died a captain in the land fervice atMahon, 
in 1744; and James was reprefentative in parlia- 
ment for the borough of Selkirk and its dependants^ 
in three parliaments. 

John, the fecond Lord Carmichael, and firft Earl 
of Hyndford, the father of the late Lord, being one 
of the Scots peers who joined moft early in the revolu- 
tion, was, by King William, in recompence of his 
ferviceSf made a commifiiouer of the ^rivy feal, colo- 
nd of a regiment of Dragooiis» otvr oi ^^ \fcw| 
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couTicily high commiflioner to the general afiembly, 
one of the fecretaries of ftate, and, June 25, I70i» 
was created an Earl by King William III. 

Of this antient fsmiiy, which is ikid to affume 
their furname from the lands of Carmichael, in the 
county of Lanark, where they ilill have their chief 
ieaty was Sir John Carmichael, who accompanied 
Archibald earl of Douglas to. the alliftance of Charles 
VL of France againft the Englilh ; and fignalizing 
his valour at the battle of Baugey, in April 1421, 
and breaking his fpear, when the French and Scots 
got the victory, had thereupon added to his paternal 
arms, a dexter hand, an arm armed holding a broken 
(pear, which is now the crefl of the family. .

41. DALRYMPLE, EARL of STAIR. 

THE Right Hon. James Dalrymple, Baroi^ 
Viicount, and Earl of Stair, and Baron DaJ- 
rymple of Newlifton and Stranrawer, fucceeded his 
uncle John, the late Earl, in 1747, and is.yetun^ 
married. 

John the late and fecond JEarl of Stair, fucceeded 
bis father John, Januarys, 1706; and, in his room, 
was appointed a commiflioner to finilh the union off 
the two kingdoms. In 1702, Yv^ '^^^ ^^^jwsxwst^ 
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lieutenant-colonel in the third regiment of foot 
guards ; and ferving m a volunteer in Flanders, un- 
der the duke of Marltiorough, he there fignalized 
himfelf in the adions or the greateft hazard and con- 
fequence, particularly at the taking of Venlo and 
Liege, in 1702. He was Jikewife employed by that 
general as his aid de camjp, and made commander 
of the Royal Scots dragoons, and commanded a bri- 
gade of foot at the battle of Ramilli'es ; after which, 
in June 1706, he was made brigadier, and in that 
poft ferved at the battle of Oudenard> in 1708, 
brought the news to England, and was eleded one of 
the fixteen peers for Scotland in the firil Britifh par« 
liament. 

At the battle of Tanier, and taking of Mons, in. 
1709, he commanded as major general; and at the 
taking of Doway, in 1713, as lieutenant-generaU 
and here the duke of Marlborough, by commillion 
from the Queen, inverted his lordlhip with the en- 
figns of the antient order of the Thiftle. In the laft 
years of Queen Anne's reign, not liking the fchcmes 
of the court party, he was obliged to fell his regi- 
ment ; but, on the acceflion of King George L he 
v/as appointed one of his Majcfty's privy couHcii 
and bedchamber, rechofen one of the peers for 
Scotland, reftored to his regiment of dragoons, and 
lent ambaflador extraordinary to the court of Paris, 
where, on the twenty-fifth of January, 17 18, hti 
made his public entry into that city with uncommon 
iplendor and magnificence, and performed the bufi- 
nefs of his embafly with great reputation. In 1722, 
he was again chofen one of the reprefentatives for the 
peerage of Scotland, as alfo in the next parliament 
in 1727. During the difTenfions at court, in 1733* 
he refigned his places, and retired to Scotland. 

In 1741, his lordfliip, being reinftated, was ap- 
pointed a field marflial of the forces, and fent ambafTa- 
♦fer to the States General : afxcx >N\idi^ Vx^ Vvad the 
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government of Minorca, and was xujmmander in 
chief of the allied army, till tlis Majefty took the 
command at the battle of Dettrngeyi. In 1744, he 
was again retuaied one of the peers for North Bri- 
tain ; and, the next year, had a third time the regi- 
ment of Royal Scots dragoons. He married Lady 
Eleanor, widow of Jamesf vifcount Primrofe, and 
daughter of James Campbell the 'ifecond earl of 
liOudon ; but had no IfTue, His 'k>rdibip alligned 
his title, which he thought he had a right to do, 
by the patent, to John fpn of his' brother George ; 
but the fame being contefledin the houfe of peers, 
it was determined in favour of the prefent Earl James, 
fecond furuvipg fori of William the late Earl's bro- 
ther: but in cafe his preient lordlhip dies without 
iiTue, the title will defcend to the faid John, to whom 
the late earl left his eftate. 

John the late earl's father, fucceeded his father 
James, in 1695, as baron and vifcount Stair; and, 
in 1690, was made Iprd juflice clerk, afterwards 
lord advocate, fecretary of ftate, and, April 8, 1703, 
created an Earl by Queen Anne. He married Eliza- 
beth, daughter and heir to Sir John Dundas of New- 
lifton, in the county of Lithgow, and left three fons 
and one daughter, viz. 

1. John, the late Earl. 

2. William, who married Lady Penelope Crigh- 
ton, countefs of Dumfriiefs, in her own right, by 
whom he had William lord Crighton, who died in 
0&, 1744 ; John, now Earl of Dumfries; and Wil- 
liam, now Earl of Stair.

Of this family, who took their name from the ' 
lands of Primrofe, in the county of Fife, was James - 
• Bdmrofe, who, being bred to the law, was, by King 
James VI. in 1602, made clerk of the council^ 
which port he held near forty years. From him de- 
fended Archibald Primrofe, who was alfb appoint- 
ed clerk of the council, by King Charles I. as his 
father and grandfather had. been; and, by Charles 
the fecond, was created a baronet.

made one of the judges in the court of feffion, and 
lord regifter. He married, to his firft wife, Eliza- 
beth, daughter of Sir James Keith, fon to George^ - 
the fourth Earl Marfhal ; by whom he had Sir Wil- 
liam Primrofe, of Carington, who was father of 
James the firft vifcount Primrofe; and by his fecond 
wife, Agnes, daughter of Sir William Grey of Pit- 
tendrum, had a fon Archibald, and a daughter Grifel*, • 
who was? married to Francis the ninth Lord Semple. 

Archibald was created Vifcou n t Rofeberry, in Mid-

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feft an. only daughter Griilel, who, being an heircfs, 
was married to David Boyle of Halkhead, Efq; and 
the faid David dying in 1672, left a fon John, who, 
marryiBg Mary, daughter of Sir Wifliam Stcjpvart, 
of Allington, in the county of Lanerk, had two fons, 
David and William, 

David his heir, being returned member in the con- 
vention of eftates for the county of Bute, which 
declared the Prince of Orange King of Scotland, was 
made one of his Majefty's council, and created a ba- 
ron, Jan. 13, 1699, by William III. and was created 
vifcount^md earl, April 10, 1703, by Queen Anne. 
He was at the fame time made deputy-treafurer, onQ 
of the privy-councily lord regifter, and one of the 
commiflioners for concluding the union, in which 
year he had the honour, to reprefent her Majefty's 
perfon in the general aflembly. He married firft 
Margaret, fifter to John Crawford, vifcount Gar- 
nock, by whom he had three fens, vjjs.

By hi5 fecond wife, who was Jane, daughter and

TH E Right Hon. Jobn Stewart, Earl of 
Bute, Baron Mount Stewart, Knight of the 
order of the Tiiidle, and Baronet, and groom of the 
ftole to the Prince of Wales, married MifsMary 
Wortley, only daughter of Edward Montagu Wort- 
ley, by the Lady Mary Pierpont, daughter of Evelyn, 
the firfl duke of Kingfton, by whom he has five fons,

James the late Earl fucceeded his father James in

Henry Scot, third fon of the unfortunate James 
Duke of Monmouth, born in 1676, was, by Queei* 
Anne, March 29, 1706, dignified with the above ti- 
tles. He was one of the fixteen peers for Scotland 
in the fifth, fixth, and feventh parliaments of Great 
Britain. In 17 15 he was appointed colonel of the 
iecond troop of grenadier guards; and, in 1725,, 
made a knight" of the moft honourable order of the 
Bath: after which he was made colonel of a regi- 
ment of foot, a major general, and a gentleman of 
his Majefty's bed-chamber, in which appointments he 
died in December 1 7 30. He married Anne, daughter 
and heir to William Duncomb of Battlefden, in Bed- 
fordihire, Efq; by whon> he had two fons, and one 
daughter, viz. 

1. Francis, who fucceeded him, and who, dying

THE Right Hon. Lucius Carey, Baron Carey, 
and Vifcount Falkland, married in April 
1734, firft Jane, daughter and heir of Richard But- 
ler, Efq; an eminent conveyancer in London, widow 
of the Lord Villiers, fon to the Earl of Grandifon in 
Ireland, by whom he has one fon, and four daugh- 
ters, Jane, Frances, Mary, and Charlotte. He mar- 
ried, fecondly, in 0£l. 1752, Sarah, daughter and 
heir of Thomas Inwen, Efq; member of parliament 
for Southwark, and widow of Henry Earl of SutFolk. 
Of the family of Carey, antiently feated at Cock- 
ington, in the county of Devon, was Sir John Careyt. 
knight of the fhire for that county, and made chief 
baron of the exchequer in 1387. From him defcended 
Sir William Carey, of Cockington, who, fiding with 
Henry VI. at the battle of Tewkfbury in 147 1, was 
beheaded, notwithllanding a promife of pardon. 
From him defcended Sir Edward Carey of Berkham- 
flead, in the county of Hertford, mafterof the jewel- 
office to King James VI. who had a fon Henry, that 
was made knight of the Bath in 1 61 6,^ at the crea- 
tion of Charles Prince of Wales ; and being the firft 
who brought the news into Scoiland of the death of 
Queen Elizabeth, was thereupon made one of the 
gentlemen of the King's bed chamber, and comptrol- 
ler of his houfehold. He was alfo by that King ap- 
pojnted iord-deputy of Itdaudv ^tid WQated a peer 
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ftf Scotland Nov. 10, 1620. Lucius, his fbn, wha 
fucceeded, was appointed fecretary of ftate, but loft 
his life at the battle of Newbery on Sept. 20, 1643, 
in the 34th year of his age. Lord Clarendon, after 
giving him one of the greateft chara£lers that any 
man can be in titled- to, obferves, that if there was 
no other brand upon tills odious and curled civil war, 
than that one flngle lofs, it muft be infamous and 
execrable to all pc^erity : and another hiflorian of 
thofe times fays, that by his death, learning fuffered* 
the greateft lofs in that age ; he being a complete 
snafter thereof, and a glorious benefactor to it. 

Henry his heir, the third Vifcount, was a great pa- 
tron as well as an ornament of poetry, and was au- 
thor of a play called the Marriage Nighty which was 
well received. He was great grandfather of the pre- 
sent Vifcount.

3. William,, who, in 1742-,. wa? appointed fblicitor- 
general to his Majefty ; in 1754, attorney -general ; and, 
in 061. 1756, lord chief-juftice of the court of King'i 
Bench, and created a peer of Great Britain, by the 
title of Lord Mansfield,. Baron of Mansfield, in the 
county, of Nottingham. He married the Lady Eli- 
zabeth, iifter to the Earl of Winchelfea> in Sept;. 
173 8, by whom he has. no iffiie.

BARONS. 
1. FORBES, LORD FORBES. 

THE Right Hon. George Forbes, Lord Forbes, 
colonel of a regiment of foot, fucceeded his fa- 
ther James, the fourteenth Lord, and, in Aug. 1741, 
married Mifs Betty Gordon. 

The antiquity of this noble and numerous family 
is atteiled by a grant from Alexander II. about 1230, 
to Fergus, the fbn of John, of the lands and tene- 
ments of Forbes in the county of Aberdeen ; and 
from thence is derived the firname, according to the 
mode of thofe days, as it was in South Britain. The 
firft of this name on record was Alexander Forbes, 
who, in 1303, refolutely defended his caflle of Ur- 
quart, near Elgin, againft King Edward I. which be- 
ing taken by florm, he and the whole garrifon were 
put to the fword ; and by that fatal flroke his family 
had been extinft, if his wife had not preferved it by 
Alexander, a poflhumous Ton, which Alexander, io 
compenfation of what his father had lofl in 'the fer- 
vice of his country, had a grant from King Robert 
I. of divers lands ; but he, inheriting the principles 
of his father, and loyally adhering to Kuig David 
Bruce, againfl Edward Baliol, was flain at the great 
h'dttlc of Dupplin in 1332. 
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In the reign of Robert II. Sir John Forbes of that 
Ilk, the fon of the aforcfaid Alexander, acquiring 
from Thomas Earl of Mar, fcveral lands in the county 
of Aberdeen, was therein confirmed by the charter 
of that King ; and in the fifth of Robert III. he was 
conftituted juftice and coroner of that county. He 
had three ions all knighted; and of thofe. Sir John 
the youngeft, was founder of the family of Tolqu- 
bon, from whom deicended thofe of Ctdloden, Wa- 
terton, and Foveran. Sir William, the fecond, was 
ancedor to the Lord Pitfligo. Sir Alexander, the el- 
deft, had a fon Sir James, who was knighted by King 
James 11. and afterwards created Lord Forbes by that 
monarch.

tled in Tweeddale, or the county of Peebles. 

In the reign of Malcolm III. called Canmore, Alex- 
apder Frafer was donator to the abbey oi Kelif), as 
was alfo Simon, in the reign of Malcolm IV. called 
the Maiden, about the year 1157. But fince the year 
1214, in the reign of Alexander 11. there is a diftinft 
account of the Frafer family from father to fon, and 
their feveral marriages ; that is, of the predeceiTon 
of Lord Salton, who, when Lairds of Philroth in Bu- 
chan, became heirs to the Thanes of Cowie, thdr 
anceflors in Kincardinfhire. For about this time 
John Frafer, who was (herifF of Tweeddale, and laird 
ofOliver-caftle, in that county, had a fon, Alexander, 
thane, or fteward of Cowie ; who, in the year 1247, ^X 
marrying Elizi:beth Gumming, daughter of Sir Walter 
Gumming, with her acquired lands in the counties of 
Kincardin and Aberdeen. He had three heroic fbns, the 
famous Sir Simon Frafer, William, and Gilbert, 
among whom he divided his lands. Sir Simon was 

taken 
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taken and carried prifoner into England by King Ed* 
ward I. but being fet at liberty, in the year 1297, and 
returning into Scotland, he joined Sir William 
Wallace. In the year 1302, he was a commander 
' in the Scots army, with his coufin Sir John Gum- 
ming, and the faid Wallace, when they gained a 
notable vidory over the j^ngliihs c^onijoamded by 
John Segraye. At the battle of Methwen, in 1306, 
Sir Simon, though he thrice fayed tb« life of King 
Robert Bruce, could not fave/himfclf, but being 
takeaprifoner, was carried to London, and there, 
.put to death, leaving only two daughters, Mary, 
who, about the year 1340, married Sir Gilbert- 
May, anceftor of the marquis of Twoeddale; and 
the other to Sir Patrick, the fecond fon of Sir Ro- 
bert Fleming, anceftor of the earl of Wigton* 
William Frafer, thefecond fon, never married, be- 
ifig archbifhop of St. Andrews, and, in the reiga 
of Alexander III. chancellor of Scotland ; upon 
whofe death, in 1285, he was made governor of 
Scotland. Gilbert, the third fon, had twofons, John 
and Andrew, John, the eldeft, had no male iffue, 
but left a daughter Honora, who was ii>arried to 
Robert Keith, anceftor of the earls Mar&als. From 
this marriage came only a daughter, who was mar- 
ried to Alexander, the firft earl of Huntley, whO: 
got thereby the mother's eftate. 

Andrew his brother was father of Alexander. 
Frafer, Thane of Cowie, who was made lord 
chamberlain of Scotland during life, and was an- 
ceftor of the noble family of Lovat.

TH E Right Hon. Charles Cathcart, Lord 
Cathcart, one of the fixteen peers for 
Scotland in the laft and prefent pafliaments ; in May 
17569 appointed his Majeily's high comnQillioner 
to the general affembly of the Scotch Church ; a 
colonel in the army, and adjutant-general to the 
forces in North Britain, fucceeded his father Charles 
the late Lord in 1740; and, July 24, 1753, mar- 
ried Mifs Hamilton, daughter to the lord Archibald 
Hamilton, by whom he had. a daughter, born May 
20, 1754, a fon and heir, Sept. 17, 1755, and a 
daughter, March 1, 1757. 

Charles, the late and eighth Lord Cathcart, fuc- 
ceeded his father Allan in 1732, and was firft groom^ 
and afterwards gentleman of the bedchamber to 
King George the fecond ; he was one of the fixteen 
pieers for Scotland in the eighth parliament from the 
Union, colonel of a regiment of horfe in Ireland^ 
and governor of Duncannon ; but going on an 
expedition with admiral Vernon againft the Spa* 
niards in the Weft Indies, where.he was appointed 
commander of the land forces, he died at St. 
ChriftopheVs in 1740 ; and brigadier Thomas Went- 
worth fucceeded in the command. He married firft 
Margaret, daughter of Sir John Shaw of Greenock, 
Bart, by whom he had the prefent Lord and a 
daughter, married to the hon. Mr. Napier, fon and 
heir to the Lord Napier, in 1754. He married 
fecondly, in 1739, Mrs. Sabine, widow of Jofeph 
Sabine, of Tuing, in Hertfordfhire, Efq; but her 
Lord dying as afbrefaid, flie married to her third 
hulband lieutenant colonel HugbM^c^wvi^*

tinjg in his claim, his vote and claim were 'allowed 
by the court of feilion; and in 17419 he Was elec- 
ted one of the fixteen peers for Scotland.

was created a baronet, and of the Lady Henrietta..

taking his father's ilandard from the bearer, and 
valiantly charging the enemy with the Lennoxmen, 
the fortune of the battle changed, and they obtained 
the vidlory 5 whereupon every one advancing, and 
reporting their a6ls, as the cuftom was, the King 
declared they had all behaved valiantly ; but that 
there was one among them who had na piety that is, 
no equal : upon which the faid Donald took the 
name of Napier, and had, in reward for his good 
fervices, the lands of Gosfield, and.other eflates in 
the county of Fife. 

Sir Archibald, the reprefentative of this family, 
was knighted by King James VI. and made mafter 
of the Mint. His fon and heir Sir John, being in- 
clined to reading and fiudy, arrived to a very great 
knowledge in feveral ufeful branches of literature^ 
fo that few equalled him in that age ; and his great 
experience and abilities in mathematical learning, 
rendered him fo eminent, efpecially his logarithmic 
tables, thence called Ndpier's rods, that they will 
ever be efteemed as the mafterly produd of a great 
genius. This great man dying in 1622, was fuc- 
ceeded by his fon and heir Sir Archibald, who was 
by King James VI. made one of the privy-council, 
treafurer-depute, lord-juflice-clerk, and one of the 
judges in the court of feffion ; and by King Charles 
I. was made one of the extraordinary lords of fef- 
fion ; on March 2, 1626, he was created a baronet ; 
and in May following, advanced to the title of Lord 
Napier.

15. FAIRFAX, LORD FAIRFAX- 

THE Right Hon. ftENRvFAiRPAY, Lord Fair- 
fax of Cameron, fucceeded his brother Tho- 
mas in 1738. 

Thomas, the fifth Lord Fairfax, father of the 
late and prefent Lords, fucceeded his father Hen- 
ry, was a colonel in the guards, and fevertl 
times before the Union knight of the fhire for the 
county of York, which feat he was obliged to give 
up on his becoming a peer of Great Britain. He 
married Katharine, only daughter and heir to Tho- 
mas Lord Colepeper ; and, dying in 1710, left 
three fons, viz. Thomas, who fucceeded him, Henry 
the prefent Lord, and Robert, who has been twice 
elefted to parliament for Maidfton, and is now 
knight of the (hire for the county of Kent. He 
married the daughter of Anthony Collins of Baddow, 
in the county of Effex, Efq; by whom he hath a fon 
and heir, born in Jan. 1743. His lordlhip alio left 
four daughters, whereof the eldeft was married t* 
Dr, David Wilkins, arcVidcacou oi ^\3^?loVi^» 
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The deiceot of this noble family is from that of 
the Vtfcount Fairiax in Ireland. Sir Guy, third foa 
of Richard Fairfax, lord<hief^juftioe of England, in 
the reign of Henry VL being bred to the law, was 
attorney-general, and afterwards juftke of the King's 
bench in the reigns of Edward IV. Richard III. and 
Henry VII. He built Streeton-cafUe in the county 
of York, which afterwards became the feat of his 
family. His great grandfon Sir Thomas Fairfax, 
accompanying the Earl of Eiiex into France, who 
was then general of the EngUfh army, font byQyeeA 
Elizabeth to the ailiHance of Henry IV.againfl the 
-Spaniards and Popiih league, was there knighted by 
the faid general, in the camp before Roan in Nor- 
mandy, for his braffrery in that fervice,, and was 
created a Baron by Charles I. May 4, 1627. 

Ferdinand, his eldefl fon, fucceeded. At the be- 
^nningof the civil war, he .was the parliament's gc- 
jieral for the alTociated county of York. In Dec. 
1642, he was attacked by the Earl of NewcafWe at 
Tadcafler, whom he vigoroufly repulf^d, and obliged 
to retreat with lofs. In Jan. 1643, he routed the 
Lord Byron at Namptwich in Chefhire. In April 
-1644, he defeated Lord Balhrffife at Seiby, and took 
him prifoner, with 1 600 of his men. In July fol- 
lowing, he commanded the main battle, with the 
Earl of Leven, at Marflon-moor, where the King's 
army, under Prince Rupert, was defeated, and ther^ 
upon took pofTefHoii of York as governor. His 
eldeft fon Sir William defeated Lord Byron at Mont*> 
^mery-caflle, but was unfortunately flain in that 
adion in Sept. 1644 ; whereupon, March 13, 1647, 
Thomas, the fecond fon, fucceeded his father Fer- 
dinand. 

Sir Thomas Fairfax, in his.father's life-time, in 
1642, took the town of Leeds from Sir William Sa- 
Tila and made 500 men prifoners. In July 1644, 
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he commanded the right whig of the parlitmcnf- 
army at Marllon-moofy haWng, in theprecedug 
April, joined his father in the battle with Lord BaK 
laffife. In 1645, being in the 34th of his age,'hewti 
made general in chief of the parliament's arnues, 
which he commanded with great fuccefs : for in that 
year he fought and totally routed the King at Naie- 
by, retook Leicefler, • beat colonel Goring, took 
Bridgwater, Dartmouth, Briftol ;. beat the Lord Hop- 
ton ; forced^ the Prince of Wales toTetire into Sal- 
ly, and from thence to France ; and then, redndng' 
all the Weft, drove the King from Oxford in May 
1646. At this time he led the Prefbyterian party ia 
the houfe, and the next year waited on the King 
when he was brought to the army> which he led to 
London, and was made governor of the Tower : but 
the independents now getting uppermofl in the par- 
liament, as well as in the army, he had no (hare ia 
their violent refolutions ; and as he had no hand ia 
the death of the King, he had no power to prevent 
it. In 1 649 he was continued general of the army ; 
but being dilTatisfied at the parliament's war with 
Scotland, he refigned his commiflion in 1650, and 
was fucceeded by Oliver Cromwell. In 1659 he en- 
tered into meafures with general Monk, to whom he 
gave confiderable afliilance in the refloration of King 
Charles II. and was one of the commiflioners fent 
by the parliament to the King upon that great oc- 
cafion, when, arriving at the Hague, he was received 
by his Majeily with fmgular favour and goodneis, 
which continued to the end of his life.

16. MACKAY, LORD RAE. 

THE Right Hon. George Mackai^, LordRAB 
in the county of Caithnefs^ and baronet, fuc« 
ceeded his father George in 17419 andteftified his 
ioyalty dunng the rebellion in 1745, by arming his 
tenants in defence of the government and roysd fa- 
mily. 

George, the late and third Lord Rae, fuccecded 
his grandfather John, and married Margaret, daugh* 
ter of general Hugh Mackay, by whom he had a 
fon George. His fecond wife was Jane, daughter of 
John Sindair of Ulbfter ; and by his third, he had 
feveral children. 

This family is faid to derive their defcent from 
Alexander,a younger fon of Ochonacker, who, about 
the end of the twelfth century, came from Ireland ; 
and the fourth in defcent from him was Donald of 
$trathnavern, whofe fon was named Y More : and 
from him began the firname Mac Y, Mackie, or 
Mackay. From hiiti defcended Donald, who, by a 
warrant from King Charles J. in 1625, carriedbver 
to Germany a regiment of 1500 men of his own 
name and followers, to the afliflance of the King 
of Bohemia, and afterwards entered into the fervice 
of the Kings of Denmark and Sweden, where he 
iierved with great reputation. In 1626, returning 
to his native country, he was created a baronet ; 
and, on June 20, 1628, was created Baron Rae of 
the county of Caithnefs^ by Charles L In the civil 
war, he joined the royal party ; was taken prifoner 
at the furrenderof NewcafUe to the Scots army, and 
tsnt to the cafUe of Edinburgh, in ocd^t Iq \^^ va^*^\ 
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but being relieved by the Marquis of Montrole, he 
retired to Denmark, where he died. He xaarried 
Barbara Mackenzie, fifter to Cofin, the firft Eari of 
Seaforth, and left John, the fecond Lord Rae» who 
married Barbara, daughter of Donald. Mackajr of 
Scaury, and had a Ton Donald, who, marrying Anne, 
daughter of Sir George Monro of Culrain, and dy- 
ing before his father, left George the late Lord.

Of this antient family, which is of Englifh ex- 
tradtion, was Ralph de Af^on, in the county of Staf- 
ford, to whofe fon Roger, in the time of King Henry 
III. 1260, Roger de Moland, bifhop of Litchfield, 
gave the keeping of the game in Cankwood in that 
county, which office hath continued to his pofierity 
ever fmce. The dcfcendants of the faid Roger have 
been knights for the county ofStafibrd, in the reigns 
of Edward III. Henry IV. Henry VI. Edward IV. 
Henry Vlh and Henry Wll. feNe;Y«l of Nvhom were 
knights of the Bath, aud\Lm^X.%\)^ui\«KX \ ^:ci^^ 
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had feired flieriff of Stafibrdlhire from the time of

Adam Forrefler, chizen of Edinburgh, who, in the 
reign of King Robert 11. 1376, acquired from Sir 
WUliam More of Abercorn9 the baioiv^ oi O^'^w- 
phinj iiear Edinburgh. In the &ift oiTKai^^^J^^^ 
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III. i390> he was appointed keeper of the piivy- 
feal ; as, in 14034 was Sir John his fon ; and the next 
year, with the bilhop of Glaigow, <and the Earl of 
March, he was commilfioned to treat with the £ng- 
li(h for the ranfom of James I. who was prifoner 
in that realm; and, at his return, was mailer of the 
houfhold, and lord-chamberlain of Scotland. From 
him defcended George Forrefler, who was created a 
baronet, and a peer of Scotland, July 22, 1633, by 
Charles 1. and marrying Chriftian, daughter of Sir 
William Levingfton of Kilfyth^ by her had three 
daughters, viz. 

Eleanor, married to William, the ninth Lord Rofi;

TH £ Right Hon. William Lesley, Lord 
Newark, and captain of invalids, fucceeded 
his mother Jane, late baroneis of Newark, . upon 
her deceafe, in 1740. 

Andrew, the fifth Earl of Rothes, marrying Jane, 
daughter of Sir John Hamilton of Avandale, had 
a fon Andrew, who was created Lord Lindores; 
and he marrying Lady Jane Stewart, daughter of 
Robert Earl of Orkney, by her had James, Ludo- 
wick, and David. 

David the youngeft was a cok>nel of horfe under 
the King of Sweden in the wars of Germany. In 
the reign of Charles I. when the civil war broke 
out in Britain, he, returning to his native country, 
entered into the fervice of the parli^ngent of Sc9t« 
land, who had taken the covenant, and raifi^ an 
army, in defence of their liberties and religion. He 
was^made one of their generals, and (b continued 
till the defeat at Worcefler. In 1645, the Scots 
army under the earl of Leven, bein^ then in the 
center of England -as allies to the parliament, this 
David Lefley after the battle pf N^feby, was de- 
tached with his whole party of horft to oppofe the 
marquis of Montrofe, who, having deferred his 
oid friends, was grown very formidable, and with 
an army of Iriih and Highlanders was marching 
into England, to reinforce the King. The general 
met him at Philiphaw, near Selkirk, where, on Sept. 
13, 1 645 , the marquis was defeated with very great 
lofs, and forced to make his efcape abroad ; and 
when the marquis returned, in the year 1650, this 
David was commiflioned with a body of forces to 
reduce him : but colonel SttaYv^^iv m^kln^ a quick 
march, with a few trooips oi Yvotfc, xJtva. m"w^>& 
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was routed before the King's .forces could join him, 
and being foon after taken prifoner, general Xeiley 
lent him to Edinburgh. 

In 16509 the independents in England, having 
got the fupreme power, refolved to exclude all the 
royal family. The Scots parliament, who never 
joined in the covenant with fuch intention, imme- 
diately declared for the King under certain limita- 
tions. Hereupon an army under Oliver CromweU 
.was ordered to ad againft Scotland ; and being ar- 
rived there, the Englifh lofl many men by (kirmifh- 
ing, and endeavouring to get the Scots army, who 
were 27,000 men under general Leiley, from their 
intrenchments : whereupon Cromwell, retiring to- 
wards Dunbar, prepared to imbark his infantry, 
^nd return with his horie to£D£^and.r General 
Leiley, perceiving this motion, left his camp, and 
followed the enemy cloie, not doubtmg of a fuce

TH E Right Hon. George Rutherford, 
Lord Rutherford of Hunthill in the coun- 
* ty of Roxburgh, and an officer in the army, fuc- 
ceeded John the late Lord m \'^w\ ^xA xwamed 
Mrs, Margaret Ogilvy, by Y^YvomVvtXx^x^ 'a.^QYi^xA. 
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Andrew Rutherford, a cadet, of the family of 
Hunthill, fon of William Rutherford of Quarri- 
*hall, nearLeith, by his wife Ilabel Stewart of the 
family of Traquair, went young into the French 
iervice, wher^ attaining feveral degrees of military 
preferment, he came at lafl to be a lieutenant-ge- 
neral' in that kingdom. At the Reitoration, he came 
over to England with a very honourable teftimony 
from the French king, and for his lingular iervice 
and fidelity to the crown. King Charles II. was 
pleafed to create him a peer, Jan. 19, 1660, as 
abov^; and foon after Earl of Teviote to him and 
the heirs male of his body : but being made gover- 
• nor of Tangier, he was unfortunately flain by the 
Moors, without iffue, in 1664, and the title of 
, Earl died with him; but that of Lord Rutherford, 
according to the grant of patent, defcended to Sir 
Thomas Rutherford of Hunthill. 

John, the late and fifth Lord Rutherford, dying 
widiout iffue, the title defcended to George Durie 
of Grange, in Fifeihire, Efq; who thereupon afTum- 
ed the furname and arms of Rutherford.

From this Sir John Bel- 
lenden defcended Sir William, who, having given 
many proofs of his loyalty to Charles II. was, ia 
recompence thereof, after the Reftoration made 
treafurer-depute, one of the privy council, and, 
June 10, 1 66 1, created Baron of Bellenden; but 
dying unmarried made a conveyance of his eftate 
and honour to John Ker, a younger fon of William 
the fecond Earl of Roxburgh»_ his coufin,, who 
thereupon changed his name to Bellenden, and tock 
the arrps; and marrying Mary widow of William 
Ramfay the third Earl of Dalhoufie, by her had 
five fons and two daughters, the eldefl of whom 
married Ephraim Miller of Hertingfordbury, Eiq; 
and the youngeft Diana, married John Bulteel of 
Fleet in Devonihire, Nov. 6, 1758. Of the ions, 
John the eMefl fucceeded his father; but dying 
without ifTue, in 1741, was (iiccceded by his next 
brother Ker, the father of the prefent Lord.

E A R L S. 
T. KEITH, EARL MARSHAL. 

TH E Right Hon. George Keith, Earl Mar- 
shal, Lord Keith, Lord Marflial of Scotland, 
and heritable Sheriff of the county of Kincardin, 
fucceeded his father William in 17 1 2 ; but joining in 
the rebellion in 1715, with the Earl of Mar, his 
eftate and honours were forfeited by an aft of at- 
tainder in 17 1 6, with the Earls of Mar, Southeik, 
Lithgow, Panmure, and Seaforth. 

William, the late and eighth Earl Marflial, fucceed- 
ed his father George, in 1694; and, in 17 10, was 
elefted one of the iixteen Scots peers to ferve in the 
parliament of Great Britain. He married the Lady 
Mary, daughter of James Drummond, Earl (called 
Buke) of Perth, by whom he had two Ions and 
two daughters, viz. 

1 . George, the prefent Earl, governor of NeuC- 
chattel, and ambalTador extraordinary from his 
Pruffian Majefty to the court of Turin. 

2. James followed his brother's fortune, and, 
mAw their difappointxnent m ^c.q\\^ivA» ^w^a^ed in 
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the fervice of Peter the Great, emperor of Ruffia, 
who gave him the rank of brigadier general. Af- ^ 

• terwards he entered into the fervice of Frederick 
IIIp King of Pruiliay who raifedhim to the rank 
of field marlhal; but, after many fignalfervices, he 
was unfortunately kiUed, 0£t. 14, 1758, when the 
right wing of thePrullian army, where he command- 
ed, was furprized, at Hochkirchen, by the Auflrians, 
under Marihal Daun, who after the adion buried 
general Keith with great military honours : but the 
King of Pruflia, who cannot fuffidently regret the 
lofs of fo great a commander, had his corps taken 
up, and fent to Berlin, where a fuperb monument 
is to be ereded to his memory. 

3. Lady Mary, married to John Fleming, Earl 
of Wigton. * 

4. Lady Anne, married to Alexander, now Earl 
of Galloway. 

According to hiflory, this noble and antient fa- 
mily derives its origin from one Robert, a chieftan 
among the Catri, fcom which it is faid came the 
furname of Keith ; and he and his followers hav- 

. ing joined Malcolm IL King of Scotland, at the 
battle of Panbridge, in 1006, were very inftru- 
mental in gaining a great vidlory over the Danes, 
where Camus their general was killed by the hands 
of this Robert, which King Malcolm perceiving, 
dipped his finger in Camus's blood, and drew long 
red ftrokes or pales on the top of Robert's fhield, 

. which have ever fince been the armorial figures of 
his defcendants. In the year 1010, he was advan- 
ced by the faid King to the heritable dignity of 

• Marihal of Scotland; and afterwards, for his noble 
fervices, rewarded with a barony in Lothian, which 
was called Keith-Marfhal, after his own name: 

' likewife the ifle of Infkeith in the. gulph of Edin- 
burgh, which was then beflowed on him-.aUb. 
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The fucceflbrs of this Robert cpntUiued to be amoi^ 
the moft eminejnt men in Scotland. Robeit Keith, 
in 12929 had a charter A:omJ(^nBa1iol of his lands 
of Keith, &c. and by King Robert Bruce, 191325, 
was ient amb^^dor to France ;< but was flain at 
the battle of D,upplm in defence of his country; 
and his fon Robert, who fucceeded him, was, for 
" his wifdom and valour, knighted, by King David 
!!• His fon Sir Edward was ilain at the battle of 
Durham, when King David II. was taken prifoner 
in 1346, leaving a fon. Sir William, who, in 1369, 
was one of the commijQioners who concluded a 
peace between England and Scotland. He was 
anceftor of another Sir William Keith, who was 
one of the hoftages for the ranfom of King James 
I. when he was a captive in England, and his fon 
Sir William being a favourite of King James 11. 
was, in 1455^ created Earl Marfha), or Mariihal 
of Keith, in the county of Haddington. 

George the fourth Earl Marihal was one pf thepriyy 
council to King James VI, by whom he was fent 
ambaflTador to the court of Denmark, where, at 
his own expence, he efpoufed the Princefs Anne^ 
a daughter of that crown, in the name of his Ma* 
jefly; and, io the year 1593, founded the MaHhal 
College in the city of Aberdeen; and, in 1609^ 
was high commillioner to the parliament. 

William, the fixthEarl, in the time of theci?il 
war, levied, at his own charge, a troop of horfe 
for the King's fervice : but being taken priibner,. . 
and fent to the Tower of London, remained there 
ten years $ and^then being releafed, was made one 
of tlie privy council to King Charles IL and lord 
privy feal. 

The annual rent of this eftate was 1676 1.

2. gRSKINE, EARL of MAR. 

THE Right Hon. John Ersxine, Earl of 
Mar, and Lord Erikine of Alloa, was by 
Queen Anne made colonel of a regiment of foot, 
knight of the thiftle, and fecretary of ftate: he was 
onet)f the commiifioners for the treaty of union be« 
tween tl^e two nations, which being concluded, he 
•was ele^ed one of the fixteen peers, as he was alio 
in the three fucceeding parliaments of Queen Anne : 
he was made again fecretary of flate in 171 3 ; but 
being joined by feveral noblemen and gentlemen 
with their followers, to the number of 600, and 
fetting up his ftandard, and proclaiming the pre- 
tender, a battle was fought at Sheriif-moor near 
Dumblain, Nov. 13, 1715, between JoW Duke 
of Argyll^ commax^ng the royal troops,^ and the 
Earl of Mar, who commanded the rebel troops : 
the Eari, though he was not brought up in the arts 
of war, behaved like a brave general, and botibk 
armies withdrew, kavingtiK YlGiAt^\ff^v«.xs^ix^^% 
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the. one to Stirling, the other to Perth, where they 
pafled the winter : but fome difcord aiifitig in the 
Earl's army, and their friends in England being 
defeated the fame day at Predon, in Lancafliir^ 
he was forced to take refuge in France, with the 
perfon he had proclaimed, and who had come over 
and joined him fometime after the battle. From 
thence he went to Italy, where he continued till 
he was taken piifoner at Geneva. After he was iet 
at liberty, he ftayed fome time at Paris : but turn- 
ing valetudinary, after fo much fiitigue of body 
and mind, he retired to Aix la Chapelle, where he 
died under the care of his moft dutiftil daughter, 
Lady Frances Erfkine, who fupported him during 
his life, and continued the fame care to the coon- 
tefs her mother. 

This Lord was twice married, firft to Margaret, 
daughter of Thomas Earl of Kinnoul, by whom 
he had Thomas Lord Erfkine, who is now in pof- 
feflion of his father's eflate, which was purchafed 
from the government by his trufty friends James 
Erlkine of Grange, and David Erfkine of Dun. In 
1727, he was eledled to parliament for the burghs 
of Inverfkeithing, &c. In January, 1746-7, for 
the fhire of Stu-ling ; and in the fucceeding parlia- 
ment, in 1747, for the fhire of Clackmannan. 
The Earl's fecond Lady was, Frances Pierpoint, fiflcr 
to Evelyn Duke of Kingfton, by whom he had the 
above-mentioned Lady Frances, married to the 
faid James Erfkine of Grange, Efq; who died Jan. 
20, 1754. The forfeited eflate was valued at 1678 1. 
a year. 

Although it is not much above 300 years fince 

the Erfkines, who took their name from the cafUe 

of Erfkine, in the county of Renfrew, had any 

title to the Earldom of Mar, yet this noble family 

2/1 itfelf has been fufficienAv tmvxvtiA, \i ^^ «iw^- 
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der the many ftations and preferments they have 
been honoured with for four centuries. I« the 
reign of Alexander II. 1226, lived Henry deEri^ 
kine, who was witnefs to a gift which Amelick, 
brother to Maldwin, Earl of Lennox, made to the 
canons of Paifley; and to him fucceeded Sir John 
Erfkine, the father of another Sir John, whofe fon 
William fucceeded in the barony of Erfkine, ami 
was father of a third John, and he again of William, 
who lived in the time of Robert Bruce, and was a 
faithful adherer to the intereft of that prince, in 
the year 1322, he was knighted : his Ion and fuc- 

, ceffor Robert was very fledi^ft and loyal to King 
David II. for in the year 1346, when his Majefty 
was taken prifoner at the battle of Durham, the 
Lord Erfkine, (as he is called in the record) was one 
of the commifHoners employed in that honourable 

• negotiation of the King*s redemption, and gave his 
ddeft fon as one of the hoftages for the perfor- 
mance of the treaty. After his Majefty's return, 

'he was made juflice-general - of the north, lord 
chamberlain to the King, ambaffador to France, 
IherifF of the county of Stirling ; and govtfnpr of 
thatcaftle, and the cafWes of Edinburgh and Dura- 
barton; and, at the King's death, he declared for Ro- 
bert II. and contributed much to the bringing him 
peaceably to the throne. 

Sir Thomas, who fucceeded him, married Jane, 
daughter to Sir Edward Keith of Sinton, by Chrif- 
tian his wife, daughter and heir to Sir John Men- 
teith and of Helen his wife, daughter to Grantney 
Earl of Mar, and by her had Robert the next Lord 
Erfkine, who, in 1436, upon the 'death of Alexan* 
der Earl of Mar, laiddaim to half of that Earldom, 
and afTumed the title on account of the aforefaid 
marriage^ but the crown inlerfentv^, \X. ^^^ \nsa. 
eflded in bis days : however YiVs fon 't\xQtK^%» ^V<i 
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fucceeded, profecuting his father's claim to the 
Earldom of Mar, had a decree of the comnuttee 
of eftatesin his favour, and was Earl of Mar. 

John, the fourth Earl of Mar, had the care and 
tuition of the young King James V. in the caiUe 
of Stirling, of which he was governor. In the year 
1534, when the King came of age, he was lent 
ambafTador to France, to propofe a match between 
his Majefly and the Princefs Magdalen, a daughter 
of King Francis I. which having performed, he 
was fent in the fame quality tff Henry VIII. of Eng- 
land; and, in 15379 was one of thofe peers who 
attended his mafter into France, where he eipouied 
the faid Magdalen. In 1542, upon the death of 
the King, he had the keeping of the young Qiieen 
Mary, who was alfo committed to Ms care in Stir- 
ling caflle ; and that great trufl l^is lordibip dif- 
charged with the fame fidelity he had done her Ci- 
ther's minority; for, in 1548, notwithftanding the 
endeavours of King Henry VIII. of England, and 
the party that was for him in Scotland, to get her 
out of his hands, he carried her fafe to France* 

John, who fucceeded him in 1553, was a perlba 
of noble and generous qualities, as well as his fa- 
ther; and though he was then very young, the 
Queen regent appointed hipd governor of Edin- 
burgh caftle, and one of her Majedy's privy coun 
cil; and when Queen Mary was happily delivered 
of the young prince, afterwards King James VI. 
file committed him to the guardianlhip of the Earl 
of Mar, in the caftle of Edinburgh, which truft he 
difcharged fo well, that when the Earl of Bothwell 
had married the Queen, they could not prev^l with 
the Lord Mar to deliver up the young Prince to 
them, till he had folemnly fet the. crown upon his 
Majefly's head. Hav'm^ beeu e\«i^td regent for 
Scotland in 1571, during t\vc mmoi\\>j ol xV^^i^.^ 
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King James VI. he, irt the time of his ficktiefs, 

when his ion was a minor, appointed the Laird 
of Tullibairden and his own brother Alexander 
Erfkine, to be governors of his M^jefty, and keepers 
of Stirling cafUe. 

John, the fixth Earl of Mar was alfb in great 
favour with King James VI. who committed to 
his care the tuition of his young Ton Prince 
Henry; and, by a letter under his own hand, 
charged his lordihip, in csA of his Majefty's de- 
miie, not to deliver the Prince either to the Queen 
or eftates, till he was come of age. In 1601, his 
lordihip was feat ambafTador to Queen Elizabeth, 
where, in his negotiations, he deported himfelf 
iritb Aich prudence, and condud, that his Majefty 
gratefully owned his peaceable acceffion to the 
xrowxi of England was, next to the goodnefs of 
God, to be aicribed to the Earl .of Mar ; .and there- 
upon made 'him a knight of the moft noble order of 
the garter, one ^ his privy council in England, 
and lord treafurer of Scotland.

3. MAXWELL, EARL of 
NITHSDALE. 

THE Right Hon. William MAXwELL,Earl of 
NiTHSDALE, and Lord Maxwell and Herris, 
who, in Jan. 1716, bebg brought prifoner from Pref- 
ton to London,for the rebellion aeainfl King George I. 
was tried, and condemned to be Beheaded on Feb. 24, 
following, with the Lords Derwentwater andlienmure: 
but the night before execution he made his elcape out 
of the Tower ; and, in the year 1744, died in his exile 
at Rome. He married Winifred, youngcft daughter 
of William Herbert, Marqub of Powis ; and by her 
left William Lord Maxwell, who married his confir* 
german Lady — Stewart, daughter of Charles Earl of 
Traquair ; alfo a daughter. Lady Anne, married to 
John Lord Bellew, of the kingdom of Ireland. 

The rental of this eftate, as reported by the com* 
miflioners, was 809 1. a year. 

The firft on record, who ufed this firname, was 
Herbert de Maefwell, in the time of Malcolm IV. 
1160, to whom fucceeded John de Maefwell, who was 
one of the commiflioners fentto England, to treat of 
a marriage between Alexander II. and a daughter of 
that crown, which having concluded, he was there- 
upon made great chamberlain of Scotland. From 
him defcended Robert, who, in 1457, was dignified 
with the title of Lord Maxwell ; and Robert, the 
eighth Lord Maxwell, was, Odl. 29, 15 81, created Earl 
of Nithfdale. He fufFered much by fequeftration and 
imprifonment for his loyalty to King Charles I.

4. SETON, EARL of WINTON.. 

TH E Right Hon. George Seton, Earl of Win- 
ton, and Lord Seton of Tranent, in the coun- 
ty of Haddington, fucceeded his father George, the 
fourth Earl of Winton, in 1703 ; but being unhap- 
pily engaged in the rebellion in 17159 was brought ' 
prifbner to London from Preflon, and committed to 
the Tower. In March following, being tried, he 
was found guilty of high-treafbn, and received fen- 
tence of death ; but in Aug. following, by feme fe-' 
cret management, he made his efcape> and ended 
his days in France. 

This eflate, as difcovered by the • commiffioners, 
was 3393 1. per ann. 

This family of Seton, or Seaton, is one of the no- 
bleft in North Britain, from which many families of 
antiquity are defcended. The name is derived from 
their antient lands of Seaton in Eafl-lothian ; the 
firft whereof was Dowgal Seaton, who lived in the 
I'eign of Malcolm III. 1060, and was fucceeded by 
Secher his fon, who alfo inherited the lands of Win- 
ton and Win/burgh, fi-om whom defcended Sir Chrif^' 
topher Seton, who, in the time of Robert 1. bravely 
flood up for the freedom of his country againflEng- 
lifh ufurpatioti, and was one of thofe worthies, who,^ 
at the battle of Methwen, near Perth, in 1306, ref- 
cued the King frpm the Englifh party ; whereupon, 

for 
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for that iingiilar piece of fervice; the King gan 
him in marriage his filler the Lady Chriftiati Bruce ; 
but at lail he had the ill fortune to be taken by the 
Englilh, and carried to London, where, with his bro- 
ther John Seton, and Nigel Bruce, the King's bro* 
ther, he was put to death: His Ton Sir Alexander 
made a great figure during the feign of his uncle 
King Robert, from whom he obtained fundry grants 
of lands, and a charter for creding his lands of Se* 
ton into a free barony. 

The firft Lord Seton was John, who wai one of 
the hoftages for the ranfoni of Eling Jamesl. to 
whom he was afterwards' mafter of the houihold. 
Ke attended the Princefs Margaret, that King'j 
daughter, into France, in order to her niarriage 
with Louis the dauphin, eldeft fon to Charles VIL 
King of France. 

George, the fixth Lord Seton, being governor 
of Edinburgh-caftle, during the regency of Queen 
Mary of Lorrain, nvas, in 1557, commiflioned by 
the eftates in Scotland, to treat with the French 
King about the marriage of Queen Mary with 
Francis the dauphin ; and his fon Robert, the fe- 
venth Lord, being much eileemed by King James 
VI. his Majefly, on Nov. 10, 1600, raifed him to 
the honour of Earl of Winton. George, the Se- 
cond Earl, was one of the privy-council to Charies 
I. whom, with his whole retinue, in the King's pro- 
grefs to Scotland, he entertained athis hotife of Se- 
ton, with great fplendor and magnificence, and was 
very futhful to that prince during the time of the 
civil wars.

5. LEVINGSTON, EARL of 
LINLITHGOW. 

THE Right Hon. Jamis LfiviNGJTOK, Earl 
of Linlithgow and Callender, and Lord Al« 
mend, while fourth Earl of Callender, fucceeded his 
uncle George, the fourth Earl of Linlithgow, in 1695 ; 
was one of the fixteen peers for Scotland in 1710, and 
1713 ; and married Lady Anne, daughter of John 
Hay, Earl of Errol, by whom he had a fon of his 
name, who died in 17 15, and a daughter. Lady Anne, 
married to the Earl of Kilmarnock. His lordihip 
joining the Earl of Mar in the rebellion againflKing 
George I. was attainted of high-treafon, and his es- 
tate, which was ^ven in by the connniilioners, at 
the yearly rent of 1296 1. was forfeited to the 
crown. 

The firft of this name is faid to be otie of the gen- 
tlemen that accompanied Qjieui Mai^reti wife of 

Kin^ 
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King Malcolm Canmore, from Hungary to Scot- 
land, where, in the reign of David I. he got lands 
in Weft-dothian, which he called Levingfton after his 
own name, and was fucceeded therein by his foa 
Thurftan, the father of Alexander, whole pofterity 
enjoyed the barony of Levingfton above four hun- 
dred years, which was till the reign of James IV. 
that Bartholomew Levingfton dying without iflue, 
with him that family became extin6t. Others, with 
more reafon, fuppofe Levingfton to be rather a mo- 
dem Scots name, derived from Levin, which is the 
name of a town, lake, and river in Fifeihire, Perth- 
(hire, and Lenos. 

In the reign of David II. Sir William Le^gfton^ 
the immediate anceftor of this noble family, marry- 
ing Chriftian, daughter and heir of Patrick dc Ca- 
lender, Lord Callender, with her had that barony, 
and afterwards obtained a royal grant of the lands 
of Kilfyth, lying weft of Callender, then in the 
King's hands- In 1346, he was one of the com- 
manders at the battle of Durham, where he was 
taken prifoner with the King ; but being releafed, 
he was commiflioned to treat with the Englifti about 
the redemption of his royal mafter, which being 
agreed to, he delivered Sir William, his (on and heir, 
as one of the hoftages for the payment of the King's 
ranfom. 

Sir Alexander Levingfton was one of the hoftages 
for the ranfom of King James I. when he was re- 
lieved from his captivity in England ; and upon the 
"deceafe of his mafter, was made choice of by the 
three eftates of Scotland to be governor to the young 
King James 11. till he was fourteen years of age. 
James, his fucceflbr, was created Lord Levingfton, 
and for his great prudence and ability was made cap- 
tain of Stirling-caftle, where he had the cuftody of 
the young King committed to him by his father, 

when 
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%heii he was the King's governor ; which great 
truft he faithfully difcharged, and was afterwards 
appointed iiiafter of the houfehold, one of the priyy- 
councU, and high-chanaberlain of Scotland. 

Alexander, the feventh Lord Levingfton, who ' 
fbcceedied, was much efteemedbyjames VI. who, irt 
recompence of his care in the eduoLtiou of his daugH« 
ter the Princefs Elizabeth, afterwards Queen of Bo* 
hernia, created him Earl of Linlithgow, Nov. 15, 
1^600. He, dying in 1622, left two fons, Alexan^ 
der, who fucceeded him, and James, who, having 
acquired honours and riches in the wars abroad, wasi# 
after his return, by Charks L m 1633, created Lord 
Almond, and, in 1641, Earl of Caliender» which 
Earl dying without iiTue, left his eftate toAlexander^ 
his nephew, fecond Ton ef his brother Alexander 
Earl of Linlithgow.

THE Right Hon. James Drvmmokd» EaAcf 
Perth, and Lord Drunimond, and heredi- 
tary-fteward of Stfathern and Mentieth, fucceeded- 
his father in 1675, and was the fourth Earl of Perdu 
In 1678, he was, by Xing Charles II. made one of 
the privy-council; in 168 i, juftke-general ; and, in 
1684, lord-chancellor of Scotland ; in which ila- 
tion he was continued by King James VII. till the 
revolution in 1688 ; and then, following diat prince 
into France, was, by him made a dukeand knight of 
the garter; but was outlawed in parliament, and 
died at St. Germains in Fratice, in the year 17161 
James, his heir-apparent, died in his father's life- 
time, and left, by Lady Jane his wife, daughter of 
George Duke of Gordon, two fons, James and 
John, and two daughters. James, the eldefl, would 
h&ve fucceeded his grandfather, were it not for the 
outlawry. Both thefe brothers were in the rebel- 
lioA in 17455 and next year, at the battle of Cullo- 
den, John commanded the center, and James the 
left wing ; but the latter, being mortally wounded, 
died in his pafTage |o France. John, the youngef^, 
married a daughter of Charles, now Earl of Tra- 
quair. 

The forfeited eftate was valued by the commiP 
lioners at the yearly rent of 25^61. • 

The firft of this faniily who took the name of 
Drummond, was Maurice, fon of George, a younger 
fon of Andreas, King of Hungary, which Maurice 
fjuitted England with Edgar Athelin, the rightful 
heir to that crown ; but unjuftly deprived thereof, 
fifft by Harold, and afterwards by William Duke of 
ormandy, who feu^d lli^kkv^dQaiin 1066/ Mau* 
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rice, commanding the (hip in which Edgar Athelin, 
his mother Agatha, and his frfters Margaret and 
Chriftian were embarked, and meeting with a vio*- 
lent florin at fea, which drove them to Scotland, 
they put into the rivcfr Forth, and landed at a place 
(Called Queen's Ferry, from Margaret the faid Ed- 
gar's fifter. This princefs married Malcolm IIL 
King of Scotland, who rewarded Maurice Drum*- 
mond with • a confideraWe fhare of wealth and ho- 
nour, particularly a large eftiite in the county of 
Dunbritton or Lennox, and the ftewartry thereo?<; 
which eftate -and office was enjoyed by his fuccef^ 
fors. 

John, the feventh ftewart of Lcfnnox, having loft 
the lands which he had in that (herifFdom, retired 
lifto Perthfhire, and married Mary, the eldeft daugh^ 
jter and coheir of Sir William de Pontefax, with whom 
tie had divers lands in the faid county, befides the 
^baronies of Strobhal and Cargil, near Perth ; an<f 
by his faid wife had feveral fons and daughtei's. Of 
^he daughters, the beautiful An iiabel, the eldeft was 
<^een to Robert III. and mother of James I. iCing of 
Scotland ; and by that marriage, the houfes of Au- 
ilria and Burgundy, and many crowned heads ift 
Europe, who married the King's* daughters, are al- 
lied to the Drummonds. 

Malcolm, fon and heir to the forertientionedjohji 
©rummond, at the battle of Otterburn, or Chevy- 
Chace, in 1388, joining his o;yn men with his bro 
ther in-law James Earl of Douglas, to iight the Eng- 
lifh, he then took prifoner Sir Ralph Percy, brothel* 
to Henry Lord Percy, called Hotl'pur, who, in this* 
^ame rencounter, had killed Earl Douglas. His fon 
John ■ was the father of Walter; and his fon Mal- 
colm, the father of John, who was made ftewart of' 
Strathern, juftice-general of Scotland, and created. 
iiord D{4}jQm9nd by King James III. He did great 
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fervice to King James IV. having routed the Earl 
of Lennox and the Lord Liile, as they were upon 
their inarch to join the earl-marfhal and Lord Gor- 
don, in order to feize the King, under pretence of 
revenging the death of James UL after which, he 
was fent amhalTador into England, to conclude a 
peace with Richard III. but after the death of James 
IV. he forfeited all his offices and eftate, for giving 
a box on the ear to Lyon King at arms, who was 
feat to fiimmon him before the parliament, to give 
an account of the Queen's marriage with the Earl 
•W Lennox; but by the Queen's intereft, and the in- 
terceffion of fome great men, he was foon after- 
wards reftored to his honour and eftate. He had 
iffue William, his heir, who being at open defiance 
with the family of Murray, among other feuds bcf 
twcen them, there were feveral gentlemen of the 
houfe of Murray barbaroully burnt in a church, hy 
fome of Drummond's party ; for which crime, not- 
v^athHanding he pleaded innocence, he was con- 
ilemned to lofe his head, and the fentence was exe- 
-uted accordingly. Of the daughters of the faid 
Lord John, Margaret was privately married to King 
James IV. by whom fhe had a daughter Jane, who 
was married to John Lord Gordon, eldefl fon of 
Alexander Earl of Huntley ; and a fbn James, who 
•vas Earl of Murray. 

James, who was the fourth Lord Perth, being 
much in favour with James VL was by him fent with 
Charles Howard, Earl of Nottingham, ambaflador 
to Spain, and after his return was created Earl of 
-Perth.

7. MACKENZIE, EARL op 
SEAFORTH. 

THE Right Hon. William Mackenzie, Eail 
of Seaforth, Lord Mackenzie of Kintail» 
and hereditary-conflableof Donen-caftle, facceeded 
his father Kenneth in 1701; and, in 17 15, married 
Mary, only daughter and heir to Nicholas Kennet 
of Cuxhow, in Northumberland, Efq; aitd by her, 
who died in France, in 1739, had a fon Kenneth » 
But being a party in the rebellion in 1715, againft 
King George I. he made his efcape ; and, in April 
1719? landed in the north-weft of Scotland, with 
the Marquis of Tullibairden, the Earl-marfhal, andt 
fome Spantfh forces, to carry on a fecond rebellion ; 
' but they were fbon defeated at Glenfheil by major-- 
general Wightman. He was attainted in 1716, 
with other lords; but through the King's great cle- 
mency, in 1726 he obtained a pardon, and returned 
home, where he remained in a quiet retirement tiUr' 
his death. Kenneth, Lord Mackenzie, or, |s he is 
commonly called, -Lord Fortrofe, was elected meiiH 
' ber of parliament for the burghs of Fortrofe, &c. iu 
X741, and for the (hire of Rofs in 1747, and 1754. 

Kenneth, the fourth Earl of Seaforth, and the 
father of the late Earl, fucceeded his father Ken- 
neth in 1678 ; and, by King James VIL was made 
one of the privy-council, and a knight of the thiftle ; 
and following that King into France aad k^WA^ 

1 3 -^NXX 
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after fhe Revolution, he was created a Marquis^ tbo*^ 
that honour was not allowed here. 

The firfl of this name is faid to be Collin Fitzge^ 
raid, of the family of Kildare in Ireland, who, with 
a ^ few volunteers, in 1263, came from that king* 
dom to the afliilance of Alexander IILEling ofScot-^ 
land, again il the Norwegians and Danes ; and then 
behaved fo well, at the battle of Largis in Coning^• 
ham, that the King, by his charter, dated at Kincar- 
dine 1266, gave -him the barony of Kintail, in which 
he was fucceeded by Kenneth his fon, who, having 
a nuipaerous offspring, eaeh was calleid M^Qkennie^ 
after die)iighland manner, denoting the fonof Ken^ 
neth, and afterwards varied into Mackenzie. . 

Kennet^,. a baron of Kintail, was fl^in at the bat- 
tle of Plodiden in Northumberlaod, ,w)th King James 
XV. ij^ 1513, andCottiq, his great grapdibnt Mng 
9, firm ioyalift to Queen Mary, during (ler troables, 
l^id a fon Kenneth, who was created Lord Kintail, 
by patent, in Nov. 1609 ; and his fon Collin was 
created Earl of Seaforth, i|i Dec. 1623, both by 
King James VI. '

from thence his defcendants aiTumed their firnam^ 

In the year 1 290, Sir David Wemys, and Sir Mi^ 
chael Scot, were fent to Norway by the lords of the- 
regency in Scotland, to bring over their young 
Queen Margaret . who, to the univerfal misfortune 
of the nation, died at the Orkneys, and thereupon 
li^pp^ned the competition between BiUol and Bruce# 
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about the right of fucceflion. In the time of King 
Robert I. the aforefaid Sir Da^d was one of thofc 
great men of the kingdom who wrote a letter to 
the pope, , aflerting the independency of their coun- 
try.

SOUTHESK. 

THE Right Hon. James Carnegy, Earl of 
SouTHESK, and Lord Carnegy, married the 
Lady Margaret Stewart, daughter of James, the 
fixth Earl of Galloway ; and by her,, who married, 
fecondly, John Sinclair, eldeft Ton of Henry Lord 
Sinclair, had a fon and a daughter, who both died 
young. This James, who was the fifth Earl of 
ioutheflc, was attainted of high-trcafon, for being 
concerned in the rebellion 17 15. Sir James Carnegy 
of Tittarro, Bart, member of parliament for Kincar- 
dinlhire, is the reprofentative of this family, fince 
the death of the faidE^rl, which happened at a con- 
vent ia France, 1729, 
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His e(late» as reported by the commiflioners for 
the forfeited eftates, was 3271 1. a year. 

This noble family were antiently proprietors of 
the lands of Ealinaird, in the county of Forfar, 
which were long poflefled by them ; and in the reign 
of David II. John dc BaUnaird, obtaining a grant 
of the lands of Carnegy, in the barony of Panmure, 
he, from thence, took his /irname. 

John de Carnegy, who was llain at the battle of 
Floddon in Northumberland, in 1515, with James 
IV. left a fon Robert, who was promoted by the 
regent James Hamilton, Duke of Chatdraud, firft 
to be one of the judges in the court of feffion, then 
am bafTador to England; and, after his return, was 
knighted : he was alfo fent ambaflador to France by 
the faid regent ; but dying in 1565, he was fuc- 
ceeded by his fon John, for whom Queen Mary had 
a great efteem, for his fidelity and prudence ; but 
dying without ilTue, the eftate defcended to his bro- 
ther David, who, being bred to the law, and a pcr- 
fon of great reputation, was, by James VI. made 
one of the lords of ftflion, one of his privy-coun- 
cil, and a commiflioner of the treafury. He was 
fucceeded by his eldeft fon David, who, April 24,. 
1616, was, by James VI. created Lord Cai-negy of 
Kinnaird, in the county of Forfar $ and Earl of 
Southefk in the fame county, June 22, 1633, by 
Charles I. .

THE Right Hon. John Ooixvy, Earl of Air- 
LY, and Lord Ogilvy and Lentrathin, (ucceedcd 
liis father David, and married the heireis of Ogilvy 
of Cluny, by whom hehad ^ fon,. David, who, in 

1745, came over from France, and joined the rebels 
in Scotland; but making his efcape^ rafter the battle- 
at CuUoden, was attainted by ad of parliament 

1746. He commanded a regiment in the French* 
fervice, called by his own name. 

David, the third Earl, married Lady Grifel,. 
daughter of Patrick Lyon, the third Earl of Strath- 
more, by whom he had two fons, viz. 

1; James, who when he was Lord Ogilvy, about 
twenty years of age, was attainted for joining in thc- 
rebeliion of 17 1 5 ; but the eftate not being in his 
perfon was 'faved, and went to his brother Johp. 
Some time after this he obtained a pardon for his 
life, came home, and married Anne, daughter of 
David Erfkine, of Dun, Efq; one of the judges in 
the court of feffion ; but dying about a month after, 
tlie marriage, was fucceeded by his brother, 

2. John, the late EarL 

The Ogilvies are faid to derive their defcent from 
Gilbert, brother of Gilchrift, Earl of Angus, who, 
living in the time of King William the Lion, ob- 
tained from him the barony of Ogilvy, in the coun- 
ty of Forfar, and from thence took his firname. In 
W\e reign of Robert I. Sir Patrick Ogilvy had a grant 
from the King of the lands of Caithnefs, and was 
fiicceeded by Walter his fon, who, in the time of 
Robert IIL was flieriff of Angus ; and Alexander 
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Kis fon, marrying the daughter and heir of Sir Wi^-- 
liam Ramfay of Auchterhoufe, with her had that 
barony, and was flain at the battle of Harlaw. By 
the faid lady he had Sir Alexander Ogilvy, fheriff qf 
Angus, rfnd Sir Walter, the anceftor of ^the Earls of 
Finlater and Seafield, and the Lord Bamff; and John,, 
the (on of Alexander, had a fon James, who, by King . 
James IV. 1495"; was created Lord Ogilvy of Airly, . 
m the county of Forfar. 

James, the eighth Lord Ogilvy, was, April z, 1639, • 
created Earl of Airly by Chai les L He had two fons, 
the youngeft whereof was flain in the civil war, and 
the eldell James, who fucceeded him, being alfo very ' 
zealous in the royal caufe, was taken prifoner at the 
battle of Philiphaw in 1645, when Montrofe was d&- \ 
feated, and condemned by the parliament to be exe- 
cuted ; but efcaping the night before, in his fiiler*s 
habit, he engaged again in the fame f^rvice.

TH E Right Hoir. Robbrt Dalzi«x, Eai^ trf 
Carnwath, and Lord Dalziel,* being cof#- 
perned in the rebellion of 1 715, was, in January' 
following^ brought prifoner to lLiQtkdrfi\Jw ^^'ww'^^^^- - 

16^ ^^*^ 
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ton, in Lancafhire, and was, with fix other Lords, 
condemned for high treaibn ; but .had both life and 
eftate remitted to him, and died in 1737. 

This Earl was JSir Robert Dalziel, fon of Sir 
John Dalziel of Glenay, Bart, who, upon the death 
of John, the fifth Earl of Carnwath, without iffue, 
fucceeded to his honour and eftate. He married 
firft the Lady Grace Montgomery, daughter of 
Alexander the ninth Earl of Eghngton, by whoi» 
he had a daughter Margaret. He married fecond- 
ly, a daughter of Alexander Urquhart of New- 
hall, Efq; by whom he had a fon Robert, who would 
have fucceeded, were it not for the attainder. He 
after this Lady had two other wives. 

This noble family was of great antiquity hi 
Clidfdale, and inter-married with many worthy fa- 
milies there, before they moved to the county of 
Dumfi-ies, Where they fettled ; and Nifbet gives 
the following ftory concerning the origin of their 
fimame. In the reign of Kenneth II. a near kinf- 
man and favourite of that King, being hung up , 
by the Pi6ls, it (6 exceedingly grieved his Majefty^ 
that he offered a great reward to any of his ftib* 
je^s that would dare to refcue his corpie ; but none- 
would venture to undertake that dangerous enter- 
prize. At laft, a certain gentleman came to the 
King, and faid Dalziel, which in the old Scots lan- 
guage fignifies / ^are ; and he effedtually perform- 
ing it to the King*s fatisfadion, his pofterity took 
for their firname the word Dalziel, and for theif 
armorial enfign that remarkable bearing,, which has* 
continued to the prefent time. 

In the year 1365, Sir Robert Dalziel, who faith- 
ftilly adhered to King David Bruce, during his cap- 
tivity in England, obtained a grant of the Barony 
tf Selkirk.

the rebellion of 1715^ his honours and eftate, the 
yearly rent whereof was 3456 1. .were forfeited : but 
his nephew William, having Been fince createif 
Earl Panmure in Ireland, the reader will meet with 
an account of this noble famity under the fame 
title in that volume of this work which exhibits a 
View of the Peerage of Ireland.

when he followed King James into France . and 
was attainted by the Scots parliament in 1695. 
He married Lady Katherine Brudenel, daughter of 
Robert Earl pf Cardigan, by whom he had two 
fbns, John Lord Clairmont, and Charles Middle- 
ton, who were both taken at fea by admiral Byng» 
in the defcent which the French intended upon 
Scotland, in 1708: but by the Qgeen's orders they 
were foon releafed. Their father was.alfo aboard^ 
in that armament. 

The firft of this family was John Middleton, Efq; 
who was a colonel belonging to the royal party y 
and, in 1648, attended Duke Hamilton into Eng- 
land, when he led the army to Prefton, At the 
battle of Worcefter, 1 65 1, he commanded as lieute* 
nant general of horfe, when he and moft of the 
principal officers were made prifoners ; but he had 
the good fortune in a fhort time, to escape out of the 
Tower. Soon after the Refloration, he was ap- 
pointed the King's high commiilioner in Scotland, 
and general of his forces in that kingdom } and, 
in 1660, created Baron Clairmont and Earl of Mid- 
dleton. This Earl hgid a daughtei: Helen, who 
married Patrick Lyon, Earl of Strathmore; and a 
fon Charles, the late Earl, 

The chief feat of this family was at- Montrofe, 
in the county of Forfar. 
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14. BOYD, EARL OF KILMARNOCK. 

THE Right Hon, William Boyd, Earl of" 
Kilmarnock^ and Lord Boyd, entering into ^ 
the rebellion of 1745, was taken prifoner at the- 
Irattle of CuUoden ; and being committed to the ' 
Tower of London, was tried,, and ' condemned ; . 
and Aug, i8f 17 46^ was « beheaded on Tower-hilt, . 
aged 42 years. He married the Lady Anne Le- 
vingfton, daughter of James Earl of Lithgow and . 
Gallender, who was attainted for the rebellion of 
1715, which lady fucceeded her aunt ascountefs of 
Errol ; and by her, who died in 1747, he left three - 
fons, viz..

Lockart, daughter of Alexander Lockart, Efq; an4 
is captain x)f a company in the 57 th' regiment of^ 
foot; .

John Boyd, who was made a lieutC"* 
cant in the royal navy, in 1745, 

The firft of the firname of Boyd is faid to be Ro- 
bert, the ion of Simon third (on of Allan, lord 
ftewart of Scotland ; and a defcendant from him 
was Sir Robert Boyd; who, in 1263, fignalizing his 
valour at the battle of Largis in Coningham, againft 
the Norwegians, had thereupon a grant of feveral 
larfds in that diftrift, wherein he was fucceeded by 
another Sir Robert, who, in the feeondyear of King 
Robert I. for his loyalty and merit, was ; rewarded 
with the lands of Kilmarnock. 

Robert, the firft Lord Boyd, married Mary Max- 

wel, daughter of Sir Robert Maxwel of Calder- 

wood, by whom he had two fons, Thomas and 

Alexander, and a daughter Elizabeth, married to 

^cbibald Pouglas Earl of Douglas and Ai\<^v\^ 
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and was, in 0£l. 1466, conftituted regent of Scot* 
bwd, in the minority' of J^ng James III. and then 
marrying his fon Thomas to the Princefs Mary 
Stewart, the King's eldeft filler, the faid Thomas 
was thereupon created Earl of Arran, and after- 
wards fent ambaffador to Denmark, to treat of a 
siarriage between his brother-in-law the young 
King, and the Princefs Margaret of that crown : 
but while he was abfent his enemies contrived the 
ruin of his family, by reprefenting their ambition 
as too dangerous for the condition of fubjeds,. and 
fo far prevailed with the King, that he called a par- 
liament, before whom the Lord Boyd, his^ fon the 
Earl of Arran, and his brother Sir Alexander Boyd, 
being fiimmoned to give an account of their admi« 
niilration, the old man fearing the power of his 
enemies, fled into England ; but Sir Alexander was 
condemned for high treafon and executed. The 
Earl of Arran arriving with the Queen at Leith, 
and being informed of thefe mekncholy circum- 
flances immediately retired into Denmark with his 
lady, from thence into France, and, dying at An- 
twerp, in 1476, was honourably interred by Charles 
Duke of Burgundy. ^ 

By his faid lady, who» in 1474, was arbitrarily 
^vorced, and married to James the fecond Lord 
Hamilton, he left a fon James, who was the third 
Lord Boyd, and the fecond Earl of Arran ; but 
dying without iflue, the title of Earl of Arr^n be- 
came extind : but the title of Lord Boyd defcended 
to his uncle Alexander, the fecond fon of Robert. 
Lord Boyd. 

William, the eleventh Lord Boyd,, was« created 
Earl of Kilmarnock in Coningham of the county 
of Air, Aug. 27, 1661, by Charles II.

CROMERTY. 

TH E Right Hon. George Mackenzie, Earl 
of Cromfrty, Vifcount Tarbat, Lord Ma- 
cleod of Caftlehaven, herctable flieriff of thecoun* 
tyof Cromerty, and Baronet, being fo far infa- 
tuated as to engage in the lafl rebellion, was, with 
about 400 of his men, furprifed and defeated by 
the Earl of Sutherland's militia at Dunrobin-caflle, 
in Sutherland, April 15, 1746, the day before the 
battle at Culloden. He and his fon, the Lord 
Macleod^ being taken prifoners, were ient to In- 
vernefs, and thence to London, where they weic 
committed to the Tower, In Auguft following, 
he was tried, condemned, and received fentence of 
death, but was pardoned, and permitted to refide 
in England. He married Mifs Gordon, daughter 
of Sir William Gordon of Invergorden, Bart, a lady 
of fingular merit and beauty, t© whofe indefatigable 
application, ^and his Majefty's great clemency, ki 
behalf of her Lord, he owes his life; by which 
lady he has a numerous iflue of children, who, in- 
nocent of lusv crime, partake in the punifhment of 
their father, by living unprovided for. His eldeft 
fbn, the Lord Maclepd, was likewife pardoned; 
andj in 1750, had leave to accept of a comnuilion. 
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in the fervice of Sweden. This noble family U- 
defcended from the family of Seaforth.; for Sir Ro- 
derick Mackenzie, brother to Kenneth, firft Lorfi 
Kintail, marrying Margaret, daughter and heir of 
Torquil Macleod of the Lewesrldands, had four 
fons, whereof Sir John the eldeil was created a 
Baronet by King Charles I. and marrying Mar- 
garet, daughter and coheir of Sir George Erikint 
of Innerdale, brother to Thomas Earl of Kelly, 
by her had two fens and five daughters^ whereof 
Roderick the fecond (on was one of the judges of . 
the court of feilion. Of the daughters, Anne wat- 
married to Hugh Lord Lovat, and Ifabel to Ken- 
neth the third Earl of Seaforth.* 

Sir George, the eldeft, who, in 1654, fucceeded 
his father, had a commiihon from King Charles IL 
then in exile, to raiiewhat forces he could, in ordert^ 
promote his reiloration ; and for his good fervices, hil 
Majefly, when he came to the crown, made him one 
of the judges of the court of feilion; clerk regit 
ter, one of the privy council, and juftice-general; 
and, April 15, 1685, he was created Baron Macleod, 
and Vilcount Tarbat, by King James VII. In tho. 
reign of Queen Anne, he was made fecretary of 
ilate, one of the privy council; and, Jan...i, 1702, 
created Earl of Cromerty. He died in Aug. 1^14, 
aged 84; and by his firft wife, Anne, daughter of 
Sir James Sinclair of May, had three fons and four 
daughters ; 

1. John, the fecond Earl, who, marrying Anne, 
daughter of Alexander Lord Elibank, had George 
the prefent Earl. 

2. Kenneth, created a Baronet in 1704; butwidi* 
precedence, according to his grandfather's patent

TH £ Hight Hon. Henry Sinclair, Lord 
Sinclair, fucceeded his mother Katharine, 
countefs of Sinclair ; and mariied Giifel, daughter 
of Sir James Cockburn of that Ilk, by whom be 
had five fons and five daughters ; whereof John his 
eldeft married firfl Margaret, countefs dowager of 
Southefk, daughter of James the fixth Earl of Gal- 
loway; but was attainted for the rebellion in 1715. 
He married fecondly in 1750, Amelia, daughter of 
Lord George Murray, brother to the Duke of AthoU 
and died the fame year. 

James, the fecond ion, was tyrtce member of 
parliament for Sutherland ; three times for the 
burghs of Dyfart, Kinghorn, Sec. and is now 
reprefentative for the fhire of Fife. He was made 
lieutenant-colonel of his Majefty's forces, June 41 
1745, and is colonel of the firft Britifh regiment 
of foot, commonly called the Royal, of two battalions, 
in which his younger brother William was major ; 
but he is deceafed. One of the daughters, Grifel, 
was married to John Paterfon of Prefton-hall, Efq; 
Katharine tt) Sir John £r(kine of Alva, Bart, and 
Mary to Sir William B^ird of Newbith, Bart. 

Henry Lord Sinclair lived fometime after his 
lira's attainder, and fettled his efiate on the colonel 

his 
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his fecond fon ; who, having intereft at court, ob- 
tained his brother^s pardon for life, and then put 
him in poffefiion of his father's eftate; and were^it 
not for the attainder of this brother, would bun* 
felf have fucceeded to the title of Lord Sinclair. 

The defcent of this antient family is the fame 
with that of the Earl of Caithnefs. William, Earl of 
Orkney, and Nithfdale, marrying to his firft wife 
Margaret, daughter of Archibald Earl of Douglas^ 
and Vifcount Turenne in France, by her had a foa 
and heir William, from whom defcended this Lord 
Sinclair ; and by his fecond wife Margery, daughter 
of Alexander Gordon, fon to the thirteenth Karl 
of Sutherland, he had another fon chriilened alfo 
William, who was created Earl of Caithnefs. 

William by the firft wife, being a profiife man, 
\;lras called William thewafter, whofe fon Robert for- 
feited the honours, and thereby loft the countries 
of Orkney and Shetland. He married Lady Chril^ 
tian Lefley, daughter of George Earl of Rothes^ 
and by her had a daughter Mary, married to Pa- 
trick the feventh Lord Grey, and a fon, Henry Sin- 
clair of Dyfart, who was created ^aron Sinclair, 
in 1489, firft of James IV.

THE Right Hon. Simon Fraser, Lord Lo- 
VAT, having no command in the pretender's 
army, was not at the battle of Culloden, fo that he 
was not taken till June 1746, when he was fent to 
London. In March following, he was tried before 
the houfe of lords in Weftminfter-hall ; and after 
(even days trial, was found guilty, received fentence 
of death, and, on the ninth of April, 1747, was 
beheaded on Tower hill, i^ the 80th year of his 
age. 

Hugh, the ninth Lord^Lovat, marrying Lady 
Amelia Murray, daughter of John Marquis of 
Athol, had four daughters, whereof Anne the el- 
ded aflumed the title of Baronefs of Lovat, and 
married Alexander Mackenzie of Fraferdale, by 
whom fhe had a fon Hugh, the tenth Lord Lo- 
vat. 

The faid Alexander Mackenzie having been at- 
tainted in 17 1 6, Simon Frafer of Beaufort, heir 
riiale of the family of Lovat, got pofTeilion of the 
eftate, by a gift from the crown, of the liferent ef- 
cheat of the laid Alexander Mackenzie, fued for the 
title, and obtained a decree in his favour from the 
lords of fefllon; but to confirm and make fure of 
the eflateto him and his heirs, for he then held it 
as a gift from the crown of Fraferdale's forfeiture, 
he entered into articles with the father and ib'n, 
. whertby they difpofed the eftate of Lovat to him 
and his heirs fete ever, in confideration of his pay- 
ing to them a certain fum of money. His firft 
wife was Lady Amelia, the widow of Hugh Lord 
Lovat, and only daughter of John Murray, Mar- 
quis of Athol. For this marriage he was con- 
demned and outlawed, it being wickedly obtained 

by 
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by fraod and violence ; but he found out ways to 
efcape the penalties, till at length the iaid Lady 
died. 

His fecond lady was a daughter of the Laird of 
' Grant, by whom he had two fims and a daugh^ 
tcr.

In the rebellion of 1715, this Simon Lord Lovat 
did the King great fervice, in fecuring the impor- 
tant fort of Invernefs fo fuddenly, that Sir Joha- 
Mackenzie, who kept it for the rebels, not fuf^ 
petling the Frafers as his enemies, was forced ta 
deliver it up ; for as the Lord Lovat had always been 
in the other interell, his turning about on that 
critical occafion was a furprize to many ; but in the 
next rebellion of 1745, it appeared that he was 
deeply concerned, and employed all the intereft of 
his own clan to render it fuccefsful. 

Sir Alexander Frafer, Thane of Cowie, and 
lord chamberlain of Scotland, marrying Lady

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Mary Bruce, fifter to Robert I. and widow of Sir 
Niel Campbell, anceftor of the Duke of Argyll, 
by her had two fons, Alexander his heir^ from 
whom deicended the Lord Sidton, and Andrew 
Fraier of Touch, whofe ion Sir Simon Fraler, mar- 
rying the heirefs of the Family of BiiTet, with her 
he had the Barony of. Lovat, and many other pof- 
feffions ; and in the reign of K. James L Hugh Fra- 
fer. of Lorat, by marrying a lady of the Fenton 
family, bad a ion Hugh, who fucceeded him, and 
married Ladyjane Dunbar, dau^^ter of Thomas 
Earl of Murray ; and by her had Thomas his heir, 
who, in the reign of James IV. was created a Ba- 
ron, and made juftice-general.

THE Right Hon. Arthur ELPHiNGSTON,Lord 
Balmerino, in the county of Fife, born in 
16^8, fucceeded his brother James in Jan. 1745-6 ; 
and marjied Margaret, a daughter of Capt. Chal- 
xner, by whom he has left no ilTue. 

This 
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This lord chuHng a mQitaiy life, had a commif- 
Aon in a regiment of foot, during the reign of Queeti 
Anne. In the rebellion, 1715, he, diOiking the far- 
vice of King George, reiigned his captain's com- 
miilion to the Duke of Argyll, and immediately 
joined the Earl of Mar ; but that rebellion beinjg^' 
fupprelTed, he had the good fortune to obtain a par- 
don ; after which he went into the French fervicc, 
apd, in^ the next rebellion, commanded a troop of 
horfe at the battle of Cnlloden, April 16, 1746, 
where he was taken prifoner, and brought to the 
Tower of London, with the Earls of Kilmarnock 
and Cromarty, in May following. They were tried 
before the houfe of lords in Weftminfter-hall, in 
July ; and, on the firft of Augufl, received fentence 
of death ; and, on the 1 8th of that month, this 
Lord and the Earl of Kilmarnock were beheaded 
on Tower-hill. 

John, the fourth Lord Balmerino, was, by Qneen 
Anne, made general of the Mint ; and in the two 
laft parliaments of her reign, was one of the fijcteen 
peers for Scotland. He married, firft. Lady Chri-- 
ftian Montgomery, daughter to Hugh, the feveirth 
Earl of Eglington ; by whom he had three fons and 
two daughters.

Of this family, which originally took its name 
from the barony and caftle of Burleigh in Fifefliire, 
was Michael dc Balfour in the faid county, who, in 
1315, was a member of parliament ; and, in 1353^* 
Michael Balfour of Pittencrief, exchanging his lands 
with Duncan Earl of Fife, for the lands and barony 
of Monquany, the fame was ratified by the charter 
of K.David II. In the reign of Q^Mary, Sir James

£rft Lord Nairn, in right of hi$ wife was Lord 
Nairn, and changed his mme from Murray ta 
Nairn, and took the arms of diafe fknuly ; which 
'William ^ being engaged in the rebellion of 171$^ 
was taken at the battle of Prefton in Lancaihire, 
and being tried received ientence o( death ; but hii 
Majefty, out of his great clemency, not only in- 
cluded him in the adl of grace in 1717^ but gave him 
back his eflate. By the faid Lady Nairn, he had 
four fons and eight daughters. Of the daughters,, 
Margaret was marcied. to William, the third Vi^

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IT is proper to obferve, that, in the year 1747, all 
heretabie jurifdidtions in Scotland were abolifhed 
by zGt of parliament^ making proper fatisfadUon for 
the fame to the proprietors, whofe united claims for 
their feveral regalities, jufticiaries, forefhies, and 
the county-offices of iheriffs, bailiffs. Sec. amount- 
ed to more than half a million flerling ; but the 
lords of feilion, to whom this claim was referred, 
determined the whole at 152,237 1. 14s. 4d. iince 
which time the county-iheritfs have yearly ialaries 
for their office ; which is fettled as follows : 

Argyll, Bute, Cromarty, Invernefs, Perth, and 
Rofs fhires, 250 1. each ^ 

Aberdeen, Air, Caithnefs, Dumfries, Edinburgh, 
Fife, Kinrofs, Lanerk, Orkney, and Sutherland^ 
200 L each. '

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KNIGHTS OF THE THISTLE: 

OR, ,T HE 

ORDER OF St. ANDREW. 

THE order of St. Andrew, accorcfing to fome 
Scots writers, was inftituted by King Achaius, 
about the year 800, and revived by King James V. 
in 1540'; but it is generally believed, that the faid 
King James V. was the firft founder of this order, • 
who, being inverted with that of the garter, from his 
uncle Henry VJII. with the golden fleece from the 
Emperor J and the order of St. Michael from France ; 
refolved to ellablifh an order for himfelf and twelve 
knights, in imitation of Jefus Chrift and his twelve 
apoilles : but the faid King's death, in 1542, fbon 
afrer the inflitution of this order, put an end to the 
defign ; for, happening in the religious times of the 
Reformation, it was thought impious to make lb free 
with Chrifl and his apoftles ; for which reafbn it was 
fcarce any more heard of, till King James VII. (lid. 
of England) renewed it, by making eight knights. 
May 29,1687 : froA which time, the beginning of 
this order is more truly to be dated. The Revolution 
however intervening, no more knights were added, 
till Dec. 1703, when Queen Anne made the number 
twelve, according to the firfl plan; adding alio 
fome new rules to the order. In 1 ytj^, King George 
I. was pleafed to confirm the ftatutes of Queen 
Anne, with the addition of feveral more 5 and where- 
as, elections and iiiilallments were both wanting, his 
Majelly ordered^ that chapters of eledtion iliould 
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henceforth be held in the royal prefence ; and the 
great wardrobe to provide fuitable mantles, and 
other veflments for the knights and officers. 

The enfigns of this order are the image of St. 
Andrew in a puipk robe, furrounded with rays of 
glory, and veftedin a cloth of gold, with the white 
crofs of martyrdom on his br^aft; and it is pen- 
dent to the collar of the faid order, as worn by the 
knights on their feafl-day, being the 3(>th of No- 
vember, and on other great occalions. 

The collar is made of gold, >yith thiftles and 
iprigs of rue linked together, enamelled green, be- 
ing the two antient fymbols of the Scots and Pids ; 
the one not to be handled without being hurt, and 
the other being an antidote againft infedion. 
Hence the 

Motto,^ Nemo me impune lacejfit* 

The common badges worn by the knights are a 
crofs, furmounted by a flar of four filver points, and 
over them a green circle, bordered and lettered with 
gold, containing the motto ; and in the center is a 
thiftle proper ; the whole being embroidered on the 
left breaft ; and with the collar always worn with 
the other enfign, which is a green ribband fpread 
over the left fhoulder, and brought under the right 
arm ; pendent to which is the aforefaid image of St. 
Andrew, within an oval of gold,"^ enamelled green, 
with the fame motto ; but fomctin]i/es they wear a 
thiflle crowned, iuclrcled after the fame manner. 

Xing James appointed the knights \o wear the 
image of St. Andrew upon a blue ribband, which 
continued fo till Queen Anne changed it for that of 
green, as it is uo^v worn.

CONCERNING THE 

PARLIAMENT of SCOTLAND, 

AND T HB 

Eleftion of SCOTS LORDS and 
COMMONS, for the British 
Parliament. 

TpE number of peers in the Scots parlia^nent, 
before the Union, was itSo, and the commons 
155. On the meeting of each parliament, the 
members went to the houfe in great folemnity ; and 
that proceflion they called the riding, of the parlia* 
ment, which was in the manner following.: 

The crown, fceptre, and fword of ftate, were 
brought, from the caftle of Edinburgh, to the pa-, 
lace, in a coach, carried by three earls bare-headed, 
and attended by a guard till they come to the king, 
or his commiflioner ; and as the regalia pafTed along»: 
the people were obliged to uncover. 

When the king or lord- commiflioner was ready, 
the members of parliament mounted their horfes, 
adorned with rich trappings and foot-cloths, in the 
great court before the palace ; the burgefles, two 
and two, being each allowed a lackey; two trum- 
pets, and two purfuivants; in their coats, bare- 
*' headed, ufhering the way, and followed by four 
door-keepers of the courts of juftice, oix horfeback. 
Next came the commiflioners or knights of fhires, 
two by two, each having two pages ; the faid com- 
miflioners and the burgefles being allowed to wear 
cloaks. Then came fuch officers of (late as were 
not noblemen ; and two door-keepers of the coun- 
cil brought up the rear. Next to them rode the.

lordsy two and two, in their robes, according to 
their (everal^ degrees ; then came four trumpeters 
bare-headed/ two and two ; four purfuivants in their 
coatSy two and two ; fix heralds in the (kmt miem- 
ner ; then the gen demand Aier, bare-headed. Next, 
Lyon king of arms, bare-headed, in his proper ha- 
bit and foot-mantle, with his battoon in his hand. 
Then came the fword of flate, the fceptre, and the 
crown, carried by three of the antient nobility, 
bare-headed. On each fide the regalia were three 
mace-bearers, bare-headed : after them came a no- 
bleman, bare-headed, with a purfe, containing the 
warrant of the lord-commiflioner. Lail of all came 
the lord-commiihoner himfelf, with the dukes on 
Ms right, and the marquiffes on his left. When 
the king was prefent, the mafter of the horfe rode 
near, but a little afide. Each duke had eight lac- 
keys; a marquis, fix; and an earl, four; each vif- 
count and lord, three ; and every nobleman had a 
gentleman to hold up his train. 

In the time of epifcopacy, the two archbilhops 
were allowed the equipage of dukes j and the other 
bifhops that of lords. When the king was prefent, 
the marquiffes rode after the earls ; the dukes after 
the marquiffes ; then the lord-chancellor imme- 
diately before the king, bearing the great feal. Tlie 
lackeys had over their liveries (hort velvet coats, em^ 
broidered with their badges, crells, and mottos. 

The great officers of flate being robed, rode up 
from the palace about half an hour before the ca- 
valcade, attended by their friends on horfeback, and 
waited in the parliament-houfe. 

When the high-commiflioner entered, the lord- 
chancellor took his own purfe, and ulhered him 
from the bar to the throne. When the king was 
prefent, the lord chancellor received his majefty at 
the door of the parliament-houfe, and ulhexed him 

up 
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up to the throne. All the members of parliament 
waited on the king or commiffioner, in the great 
ball ; the noblemen in their fcarlet robes, faced 
with ermine, according to their degree ; the guards 
following, and the ftreets lined with the trained 
bands. The throne was raifed fix fteps, with a ca- 
nopy of ftate over it. On the firft ftep fat the lord- 
chancellor, with other great officers on each fide ; 
on the other ftep fat the judges. Op the right Hand 
of the throne. were two rows of benches, upon 
which the archbifhops and bilhbps formerly fat. In 
the middle of the floor were two tables, one for the 
regalia ; and near it in two great chairs fat the lord- 
high-conflable, and the earl-marihal : at the other 
table fat the lord-clerk-regifter, with his deputies 
the clerks of parliament. The commiffioners for 
ihires fat upon forms, on the fight fide ; and the 
commifiioners for burghs on the left. If the king 
was prefent, he fpoke to them in his robes, with the 
crown upon his head ; all the members ilanding un- 
covered : but the commiiTioner appeared only in a 
common wearing-fuit, and fpoke uncovered. 

The members returned in the fame order, only the 
conftable and marfhal rode on the commifiioner's 
right and left hand, with caps of permifiion. The 
lord-chancellor and lord .privy-feal ftaid behind, till 
all withdrew ; and then returned in the fame flate 
to the palace, as they came to the parliament- 
houfe. The fame ceremonial of riding was obferved 
alfb on the lafi: day of the parliament. 

Now, by the articles of the Union between the 
two kingdoms of England and Scotland, the Scots 
peers are to be reprefented in the Britiih parliament 
by only fixteen of their own number, which are to 
be elefted by a plurality of votes, of thofe who are 
prefent, and the proxies for fuch as are abfent, 
which abfent lords may alfo fend to fuch meetings 

L 3 a^ 
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a lift of peers whom they judge fitted to be chofen ; 
■nd, in cafe of death> or legal incapacity in any of 
the faid fixteen, the peers fhall eledl another, as 
before. 

It is neceffary to obferve, that as the ad of Union 
has made all the peers of Scotland peei^s of Great 
Britain, with the fame dignities and privileges, ex- 
cept fitting and voting in the^ houfe of lords, other- 
wile than by fixteen reprefentatives, no peer of Scot- 
land made a peer of England fince the adt of 
Union can claim the privilege of fitting in the houfe 
as a peer of Elngland ; the admiflionof more than 
fixteen Scots peers being contrary to the words of 
that treaty.

In the fame manner as formerly, except Edinbttrgti, 
which is allowed one member for itfelf ; and the 
commiifioners fo eiefted are to predde at the pre- 
fiding burghs and eledi one member for each of the 
fourteen diftri£ls. If the commifiioners votes are 
equal, the prefident is to have a calling vote,* befide 
his vote for the burgh, from, which he is fent. The 
com miffioner from the eldeft burgh is to prefide in 
the firfl meeting ; and the commiflioners from the 
other burghs, in their refpeftive diftrids, to pre- 
fide afterwards by turn, in the fame order as the 
burghs are called over in the parliament rolls of Scot- 
land. And in cafe any of the faid fifteen commif- 
fioners die, or become otherwife incapable, then the 
town of Edinburgh, or the diflri£l which chofe the 
faid member, fhall elei£( anotheririSus place. None 
are qualified to eledl or be' eii6id^either lords or 
commons, but fuch as are pvoteflants, twentynone 
years of age, and ihall take and fubfctibe the oaths 
appointed by law. In like manner the freeholders, 
in the refpeftive counties, meet at the principal 
burgh, or county-town, to eledt their thirty com- 
miflioners.

regalia' OF SCOTLAND.

THE Regalia of Scotland^ confifting of the 
erowRy fceptrcy and fwordof ftate, are^by 
the viik of Union, to be u(ed nomore^ but kqpt iip^ 
in the caflle of Edinburgh^ 

The firft Crown of Scotland was a circle of gold^ 
given by the pope to the Scots kings,, for their zc2^ 
in the chriftian religion, in imrtatibn of AicH* a cir^^ 
cle worn by the Roman enjperors. 

Charles the great, emperor of Germany and king: 
qf Franee^ about the year Soo^ added another with 
fieurs de lis to Achaius, king of Scotland, as a token 
that France would always fupport the Scots nation r 
but it was not till the reign of James V. that, in» 
imitation of the crowns^of England and France, it 
was clofed at the top with a globeand crofs. 

This crown is of gold, enriched with precious 
ilones, diamonds, pearls, and curlousrenamellings. 
It is compofed firft of a broad circle, or fillet, to go 
round the head^ adorned with twenty-two ftones to- 
pazes, amethyfts, garnets,, emeralds, rubies, and hya- 
cinths, in golden collets of various forms ; and be- 
tween thefe are placed great oriental pearls, oneof 
which is wanting. Secondly, above the faid.cird&is 
another fmall one, formed with twenty points, andt 
fet with the like number of diamonds and fapphires,. 
alternately ; and on each point is a large pearl;. 
Thirdly, the upper circle is raifed with ten crofles 
fioree, each of which is adorned in the center with 
a diamond, between four pearls in crois, fbme of 
which are wanting ; and the number remaining on 
the upper part of the crown, with what ase in the 
onderjcUck, and in the crofs patee are fifty one ;; 
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md thofe crofTes flory are interchanged with tea 
high fleurs de lis, alternately, between the great 
pearls, on the points of the fecond circle.. 

This is the formof the crown, fince the league made 
between Achaius, king of Scotland, and Charles the 
Great of France. It differs from other imperii 
crowns; for this is raifedwith crofles flory, altex^ 
nately, with fleurs de lis; whereas the crown. of 
France is raifed only wFth fleurs delfs; and that^of 
England, wfth crofles patee, alternately with fleurs^ 
de lis. Fourthly, the crown of Scotland is enclof^d. 
thus : from the upper circle proceed four arches,, 
adorned with enamelled figures, which, meet and 
clofe at the top, furmounted with a celeftial globe oC 
gold, enamelled with blue,, and feminated with flars,, 
crofled and enamelled with a large crois patee on» 
the top,, adorned in the extremities with, a great 
pearl, and cantoned with other four in the angles.. 
In the center of the crofs patee, in the fore part of 
the crown, is a fquare. amethyft: on the other fide o£ 
the crofs is a great pearl ; , and below it, on.the foot: 
cf the Polar part of the crofsV.are thefe letter, j; R.. 
V. by which it appears that King James V. was the- 
firft who clofed the crown with arches, and topt it 
with a globe and. oroft patee. Fifthly, the tiara, ' orr 
bonnet of the crown, was of purplcL velvet ; but,, in 
1685, it was changed to crimfon, faced with ermine, 
and adorned with four plates of gold,. wrought and 
enamelled; with each a gre^t pearl half an inch 
diameter, which appears between four arches. On; 
the loweft circle of the crown,, next above the er-- 
n)ine, are eight fmall holes, two and two together,, 
in the four quarters of the crown, in the middle- 
f^ace between the arches,, to which are. tied two. 
diamonds, and two other precious flones. The 
crown is full: nine inches diameter, and from the 
iindercircleto the top of the crois fix inches and a 
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lialf in height. It ftands on a fquare cqihion of 
crimfbn velvety with fringes, and a taiiiel of gold at 
each corner. 

TheScEPTRE. The ftem of the fceptre^ being filver 
double gilt^ with three buttons or iuiobs of t^ 
feme, is of a hexagon form, and two feet long. 
Between the firfl and fecond button is the handle of 
the fame form : between the fecond and third there- 
are three fides engraven : upon that, under the Vir- 
gin Mary, being one of the ftatues on the top of 
the ftem, there is the letter J. Upon the fecond fide, 
under St. James, the letter R. and on the third, un- 
der St. Andrew, the figure 5. On the fide betweea 

"the J. and R. there are engraven fourteen fleurs de 
lis ; and on the fide between the figure 5 and the let- 
ter J. there are ten diiflles, continued on one flem 
fi-om the third button to the capital. The three 
fides under the flatues are plain ; but on the other 
three are facramental cups, antique engravings, 
Medufa^s heads, and leaf-work. On the top of the 
ftem is an antique capital of leaves imbofl ; upon 
the abacus, of which there acifes around the flem 
three flatues ; firfl, that of the Virgin Mary crowned,, 
holding Chrifl in her rightarm, and in her left hand 
a globe with a crofs ; next to her, on the right, is 
the flatue of St. Andrew in an apoflle's habit, with 
a Scots bonnet on his head, holding in his right 
hand a &ltire crofs, and in his left, raifed up, an 
©pen book. On the Virgin's left hand, and St. An- 
drew's right, there is another flatue, reprefenting 
St. James, with the like apoftolical garment, in a 
reading pofture. On his he^d is a little hat, like 
the Roman cap. In his right hand, half extended, 
is a book open ; and in his left a paftoral flaff" ; and 
above each flatue; being about the length of two 
mches and a half, is the finifhing of a Gothic nich. 

Setweea each ftatue U a i>3A!^^xi» \%vi diflinft in. 
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form of a idolphin^ in length four inches, with fb- 
Cage along the body, their heads upwards, and 
fronted inwards, the turn of their tails ending in a 
rofe or cinquefoil, outward. Above thefe n^ans 
and ftatues, is another hexagon button, or knob> 
with oak-leaves under every comer 5 and above it 
a chryflal globe of two inches and a quarter dia» 
metef, within three bars joined above, where it ia 
iurmounted with (ix rullians ; and there again with 
an oval globe, topped with a large oriental peark 
The whole fceptre is thirty-four inches long. 

The Sword of ftate is five feet long ; the handle 
and ponimel are filver filver gilt, fifteen inches in 
length ; the pommel is round, and fomewhat flat» 
on the two fides, each having a garland of imbof^ 
fed work ; and in the center there were two ena- 
melled plates, now broke off. The traverfe, orcrofs 
of the fword,. is filver gilt, feventeen inches and a» 
half long, and half an inch thick ; the form or 
k is like two dolphins, their heads joining, and their 
tails ending in acorns* The Ihell turns towards; 
the point of the fword, and is formed like a fcollop^ 
or rather like a green oak-le.af. On the blade of the. 
fword there is indented with gold,, yulius IL Pope^ 

The fcabbard is. velvet, covered with filver gilt^. 
and wrought with filagree-work, in branches of oak, 
with leaves and acorns. On the fcabbard are four 
round plates of filver gilt^ two of which near the 
chape are enamelled blue, and thereon in gold cha* 
rafters, Jul. II. Pont, Max. Oppofite the hook, at 
the mouth of the fcabbard, is a fquare filver plate 
of filver, enamelled purple. In a carfouch azure^ 
an oak tree, eradicated, and frufted, or, and above 
the cartouch, the papal ehfign, namely two keys Ia 
&ltire, adorfed, their bowls formed like rofes, ofi 
cinquefoils, tied with trappings,, and taflels hanging '

at each fide the cartouch. Above the keys is the 
papal tiara, environed with three crowns, and two 
hbds turned up, adorned with crofles. 

The Royai, Arms of Scotland.], Or, a lion 
rampant gules, armed and tohgued azure, within 
a double treffiire counterflory, with fleurs de lis of 
the lecond, encircled with the order of Scotland,, 
compofed of rue and thilUes, having the image of 
St. Andrew, appendant witli the crofs on hishreaft, 
and- this motto round the image. Nemo me imfum la- 
affit. Above the (hield a fovereign's helmet, with a 
mantle, or, faced with ermine, adorned with an im- 
perial crown, beautified with crofles flory, and fleurs 
de lis, farmounted on the top of a creft with a lion^ 
lfejant> full-faced gules, crowned or, holding in. his 
dexter paw a naked fword, proper ; and in the fihif- 
ter, a fcepter,, both ere£l ; fupportedby two uni- 
corns, argent, crowned' imperial,, and gorged with 
open crowns, with chains to the. latter, pafling be- 
tween th«r fore legs, and reffedled over their backs, 
or. He on the dexter fide bearing up a banner of 
gold cloth, charged with the royal arms of Scot- 
land ; and he on the (Tnifter, another banner, azure, 
charged with St. Andrew's crofs, argent ; both 
(landing on a compartment, from which iflue two 
thirties, one towards each fide of the efcutcheon. 
For the Ibvereign'^s motto, in a fcroll above all, In 
defence ; and under, in the table of the compart- 
ment, Nemo me impune laceffit. 

The double treflure flory was added by Charle- 
magiie, when he entered into a league with Achaius, 
king of Scots, to fignify, that, the French lillies 
fliould guard and deftnd the Scots lion ; and it is 
faid by Hopingius, that Charlemagne, being then 
emperor and king of Fxahce, adoreed the crown of 

Scotland.

Scotland with four crones, . and four lillies, in me- 
mory of the Chridian religion, arid firm fidelity of 
the Scots to the French nation. ; 

The Royal badges and Tymbols of the kingdom 
of Scotland are, a thiflle of gold crowned, and the 
white crofi of St. Andrew in a blue field.

5. GRAHAM, VISCOUNTPRESTON. 

TJHE Right Hon. Richard Graham, Baron of 
£fk,and 'S^ount Preston, in the county of 
Haddington, and Baronet, was one of the com- 
milTioners of exciie, and one of the council to her 
Majefty Katharine, Queen-Dowager, and member 
of parliament for Windfbrin 16S5 »^ ^^^ was created 
Baron and Vifcount as above by King James VJf ^ 
and foon after. Baron of Efk in the county of Cum* 
berland in England ; which lafl patent, being dated 
at Verfailles, after that King's abdication, was re- 
jefted here by the houfe of lords. He was ad- 
vanced to be fecretary of ftate in 1688, in the 
room of Robert Spencer, Earl of Sunderland. In 
1690, he and his brother James Graham, with John 
Afliton, William Pen the Quaker, Dr. Turner bi- 
fliop of Ely, and Henry Hyde, Earl of Clarendon^ 
were apprehended for a treafonable eonfpiracy to re- 
ftore King James. ' Lord Prefton and Mr. Alhton 
were tried and condemned ; the latter was executed, 
but the former had his life granted. The faid 
James was eledled to parliament for Appleby in 
1702, and 1705 ; and for the county of Weftmore^ 
land in the five fucceeding parliaments ; and the 
Lord Prefton, his brother, marrying the Lady Anne 
Howard, fecond daughter of Charles, the firft Earl 
of Carlifle, was fucceeded by his fon, 

Charles, who married Mrs. Cox, fifter to the 
Countefs of Peterborough, and died in Feb. 1738-9, 
leaving a ion. ^"t^caxs^v 
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William, who is in holy orders ; and, were it not 
for the aforefaid forfeiture, would be Vifcount 
Prefton. 

Sir Patrick Graham, Lord of Dunda6F, anceftor 
of the Duke of Montrofe, married to his fecond wife 
a daughter of Sir John Stewart, by whom he had a 
fon Patrick, from whom defcended Mallis Graham, 
who was created Earl of Mentieth, and married Lady 
Anne Vere, daughter of the Earl of Oxford, by whom 
he had three fons. Patrick, the eldefl> and fecond 

Earl, married a daughter of , Lord Erfkine, 

by whom he liad iflue ; but that branch is extind. 
The^ fecond fon, named John of the bright fword, 
who long ferved in the Englifli wars, during the 
reign of Henry IV. married a daughter of theLqrd 
Grey of Foulis» from whom defcended in a direft 
Cne, 

Sir Richard Graham, of Netherby and Plump in 
Cumberland, gentleman of thehorfe.toKing Charles 
I. to whom, in all his troubles, he was a faithful 
fervant ; and by whom he was created a Baronet, 
March 29, 1629. He married Katharine, daughter 
and coheir to Thomas Muigrave of Cumcach,E(q; by 
whom he had two fons, and four daughters, viz. 

1. Sir George, who fucceeded his father, and mar- 
ried Lady Mary Johnfton, daughter of James, the 
firft Earl of Annandale, by whom he had iflue Sir 
Richard, who was created Vifcount Prefton. 

2. Richard, of Norton-Cony ers in Yorkfhire, who 
was created a Baronet Nov. 17, 1662, from whom 
defcended Sir Reginald Graham, the prefent Baro- 
net. 

3. Katharine, who died unmarried. 

4. Mary, married to Sir Edward Mufgrave of 
Hay ton in Cumberland, Baronet, of Nova Scotia. 

5. Elizabeth, married to Sir Cuthbert Heron, of 
Chipchafe in Northumberland, Bart. 

6. 
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6. Sufan, married to Reginald Carnaby, of Hulton 
in Northumberland, Efq; 

Jrms.l Qu^'^^crly ift and 4th, topaz, on a chief 
diamond, three efcallop (hells of the field.
